STATES WHIN THE BOMBAY PRESIDENCY, 

I.— THE PESHWA. 

S HIVAJI, the fouader of the Maratha power, began his career as a 
bandit at the early age of seventeen, and at the time of bis death, in 
1683, he had established bis power over the greater part of the Konkan He 
bad few pretensions beyond those of a successful rebel against the declining 
Muhammadan power « Most of bis possessions were wrested from bis son 
and successor, Sambhaji, who was taken prisoner by Aurangzeh and cruelly 
put to death, and whose son, Sahu or Sahujl, was carried into captivity. 
But the efforts of the Emperor to subdue the Marathas, m which he pers'bvered 
till his death in 1707, were unavailing. For although he succeeded in 
taking most of their forts, the Marathas under different leaders reienged 
and enriched themselves by incursions into the imperial dominions, and 
overran the who\e country south of the Narbada The ill-Judgcd bigotry of 
Aurangzeb, in provoking by religious persecution the Rajput Princes of 
Malwa, favoured the cause of the Maratha invaders But it was chiefly 
during the weak reign of Muhammad Shah that the Maratha supremacy 
was extended. 

Sabuji was released from captivity on the death of Aurangzeb; but on 
bis return to the Deccan, he found himself opposed by bis cousin, Sbivaji, and 
his aunt, Tara Bal He succeeded, through the ability of his minister, Balaji

Balaji Vis^nanath died m April 17^0 and was succeeded b\ his son Baji 
Rao, who held office for tncntvjears The armies of Baji Rao ravaged 
Gujarat, and completel) reduced Malwa of which proimcc he was created 
Suhadar hy the Emperor of Delhi ttaji Rio wras aided m this bv the policy 
of the Niiam, who wished to inlcrpo<e the Marathas as a barrier between 
the Court 0! Odhi and his own possessions After oi emsnmng Bundtlhhand 
and Hindustan and exacting a promi^ of chautb or a fourth of the resenne, 
of the Delhi Empire, Baji Rao telurned to his routhem pcrs'cssicms He 
died m 1740 on the banks of the Narbada when marching to renew his 
depredabons in Hindustan A tear before his death the British Goseinmtat 
concluded with him a Treaty (No 1 ), which was pnncipalU of a commercial 
nature 


Bajt Rao left three sons Balaji Baji Rao, Raghoba, and Shamshcr 
Bahadur, an illegitimate son by aMubatnmadan woman Tbclast succeeded 
to the Feshwa's posse«$iOns in BuRdelkhand, and his descendants became 
the titular Nawslra of Banda. Balaji BajiRao, commonW calledNana Sahib, 
succeeded hts father in the office of Peshwa, after some opposition from 
Raghuji Bhousla and thcGaekwai and on bis acctssion be went through 
the mock ceremoni of recemng inTestiture from the hands of the nommal 
Raja, Sahu He was of an inactive disposition and entrusted his internal 
governinent to his cousin Sadashiv Rao Bhao and the command of hts armies 
to his brother, Raghunath Rao or Raglioba In 1755 an Agroemenl (No II) 
was made with Balaji Rao for an expedition to reduce the pow cr of Angna 
who had established his authority on the Kontao coast within the Maratha 
temtoiy, and had become so formtdaVe by fais piratical depredations that 
the British GoTemirent found it necessary to take vigorous measures for his 
destrnction m which they were willingly assisted by the Marathas The 
strongholds of the pirates and their treasure were captured by a combined 
force undetOive and Admiral Watson in *756 On the conclusion of the 
1, '^hvi, ’’Ilf) was mahe wrfn'fneT'esliwa, which, besides 
securing certain commercial adranUges, excluded the Dutch from the trade 
of the Maralha donna ons, and gave the English possession of ten villages 
including Bankole, 
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In the time of Baji Rao, the Chiefs Stndhia and Holkar had risen from 
low positions to be the principal leaders of the Alaratha armies under Raghoba 
Tie rrioJe of Wahva was divided between them and a few jagird.ars, of whom 
Anand Rao Puar of Dhar was the prindpal. The Maratha inHuence ^vas 
now supreme at Delhi, where the dissensions of the court had invited their 
interference. In 1758 the Maratha conquests were extended asfaras Z>ahore 
and MuUan by Raghoba. But these aggressions pro%oked the fifth invasion 
of Ahmad Shah Abdali, at whose bands the Marathas sustained a disastrous 
defeat at Panipat, which for a time destroyed their power in northern India. 
This defeat was to some extent occasioned by a temporary exchange of 
functions between Raghoba and Sadashiv Rao Bhao. The Peshwa survived 
this disaster only a few months. 

Nana Sahib was succeeded by his second son, Madhav Rao Balal, then 
17 years of age, under the regency of bis uncle Raghoba. Shortly after his 
accession, his territories were threatened by the Niram, and the Peshwa 
became desirous to settle some existing disputes with the British, which had 
arisen in consequence of attacks made on the Sidi of Janjira, an ally of the 
British Gorernmeot. The disputes ivere adjusted by Treaty (No, IVJ. 
Negotiations were also entered into by the Marathas with a view to obtain^ 
military assistance from tW British, but they were suddenly broken olT' 
the Marathas having in the meantime come to terms with the Nizam. 

Raghoba long endeavoured to keep Madhav Kao In a state of depend 
ence, but the talents and address of the latter enabled him to assume the ad* 
ministration, which be held lor eleven years. He died in 1772 withoutissuc 
The year before his death the influence of the Marathas was re-established 
in upper India by Sindhia, who overran Rohilkhand, detached the Emperor 
Shah Alam from alliance with the English, and replaced him on the throne 
of Delhi, where be held him in a state of tutelage. 

The death of AladhavRao was folloivcdby the murder of his brother and 
successor, Narayan Rao, and the usurpation of Raghoba. A revolutionary 
party was formed by the chief ministers of the State in favour of Ganga Bai, 
widow of Karajan Rao, who, after her husband’s murder, gave birth to a son, 
Madhav Rao Narayan Raghoba, on the other hand, strengthened his position 
by negotiations svilh Sindhia, IlolWar, and the British. Being deserted by 
Sindhia and HolVar, Raghoba was glad to purchase the assistance of the 
British by ceding Oassein, the island ol S.v!sette, and other islands on th^ 
Bombay coast, which they had long, but unsuccessfully, cndeavoureil fo’obtain, 
end of which they had recently taken possession in anliclpvtion of the places 
being occupied by the Portuguese, arrangements made were rcdaoesl 
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OT tl= 6th M mi 1 775 to Ihit lotro o! o TtOtj (No V) o«t of which arotc 
the first ^Ia^atha^^ar 

The force 'ent to assist Ragheh'* gaiued ‘oire unniportant fuccesseSi 
ffhich so pleased Raghoba that he pre«entc(l to the Tnglish tl e districts of 
Hansotand Arnod then estn>ated to jield Rs 277000 a jear But the 
successes of Raghoba rrere short h%cd The Supreme Government JO 
Bengal disapproved of the treaty w h litm declared it mva! d and deputed 
Colonel Upton to negotiate with the niling imni<tenal pvty at Poona On 
the 1st March 1776 Colonel Upton cooduded the Treaty of Purandhar 
(No VI) but two of Its articles were afterwards erased b> mutual con«ent, 
and an additional dause was added Th s treaty established peace between 
the British Gervemment and the Tmni'lciial parts aad dissolved the aUiatxcc 
with Raghoba who vainly attempted to rnaintam the allmce by offering to 
cede the whole of Konkan and leo per cent of all the jagirs of the Maralha 
Empire 


In the TReaatiree the rninistcml party tp\ I into two factions— «oae 
headed byNanaFamans and Smdhia in snppori of the young Peshwa, and 
ihe other by Moroba the cousin ofNanaFamam who was supported by 
Holkat and the adlexenls of Raghoba at Poona By the vacilbtioii of 
Holkar the party of r.ana Famavis ga ned the ascendanej NanaFamavis 
not only obstructed the fulflmentof the treaty of Purandhar but was bel eved 
to have made a -secret agteetnent with the French which endangered the 
pos«essions of the English in the west of India and as Moroba 5 party 
invited tlw ctMiperatioD of the Cnglisb it was resolved to make a new 
alliance with Raghoba on the terms of the treaty of 1775 but on the under- 
standing that he was to be placed id power merely as regent for the young 
Pe«hw3 during his minority The new Treaty (No VU) -rhK Raghoba 
cenduded on the a^th hiovember 1778 


The Bombay troops which were to establish Raghoba in the regency 
advanced towards Poona without wait ng for the column « hich was marching 
lolhcir «npport from Bengal under Colonel Goddard AtTalegaon they 
were met by the whole Maratha force ihew retreat wns tut off and they 
were compelled to subscribe the CooTcntwn of Wargaon (No VllI) By 
this the whole of the territoo^ acquwed by the Bombay Government since the 
death of Madhav Rao BaJal ea*sncve»d«e4 wad the army was 

allowed to retrwt after giving twohostages for the fulfilment of the engage- 
ment T^v-did^o! this convent on was disavowed and Colonel Goddard, 
who reached Bombay early « 1779 was .nstiucted to endeavour to negotiate

peace with the Poona State on the terms of the treaty of Purandhar, but 
with a provision for the ezcittsion of the French from Maratha territories 

Negotiations were continued for soeral months, but eventually hosti 
lities were commenced, as the Marathas insisted on the restoration of Salsette 
and the surrender of Raghoba as preliminaries to any treaty After obtain 
ing some successes in the Konkan and Malwa, the British Government 
received intelligence that a confederacy had been formed against them by 
Haidar Ah, the Niaam and the Maratbas, and deemed it expedient to make 
proposals for peace The Raja of Berar was detached from the confederacy , 
and a separate treaty was made with Smdhia, who agreed to use his 
influence to bring about a general peace The negotiations resulted in the 
conclusion of the Treaty of SaJbai (No IX) in 27811, by which peace was 
restored between the Pesbwa and the English and tbeir respective allies , 
the English were to abstain from giving any support or protection to 
Raghoba, who was to receive a provi^on from the Peshwa , all territories 
conquered from the Peshwa subsequent to the conclusion of the treaty of 
Purandhar were restored , the Niiam and Haidar All were to restore the 
territories they had taken from the English , and Smdhia became guarantee 
for the due fulfilment of the treaty by (he contracting parties Raghoba 
survived the conclusion of this treaty only a few months The interpreta 
tion of article 2 2 of the above treaty, relating to manlime intercourse, was 
defined by a supplementary Treaty (No X) on tlie 26th Aptil 1783, which 
further provided that no protection should be given by either party to 
fugitives from the territory of the other 

Haidar Ali died m December 1782, but liis son, Tipu, although pro* 
fcssing acquiescence in the terms of the treaty of Salbai, continued the war 
with the English , and a new Treaty (No XI) was concluded m October 
1783 between Smdhia and the English on the one part, and the Peshwa on 
the other, to enforce his submissioa in accordance witli the 9th article of 
the treaty alSslbai Before the provisions of this treaty could bo earned out, 
the Madras Government had made peace with Tipu by the treaty of Man* 
galore This treaty, which was concluded without the concurrence of the 
Pcahwa the Maratfaas affected to consider a violation of the treaty of 
Salbai , but the ambitious designs which the leaders of the Maratha parties 
row began separately to entertain reconciled ihcm to the arrangements 
which had been made 

On the first appearance of a rupture with Tipu in r 79 ' 2 » Lord Com* 
watlis directed his attention to an alliance with the Ptshiva A Triaty 
(No Xll) of oflctisivo aod defensive alliance wds made, to which ti c M/am 
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^asadtnitled The treaty of Seringapatam eonclud>ngpcace«i«iTipo, pwt 
thePeshwain possesssoa of one tlurd of the territories conquered from 
Tipu, yielding an annual re\enuc of 13,16,000 pagodas After this, Han 
Pant, the commander of the Maratha army proposed to subsidise aBnlrah 
force for the purpose of reducing any refractory dependents of the Peshwa , 
but the proposal was rejected The jealousy tvith which the MaratKa powers 
now began to view the incrt^sed ascendanev of the Dnlish Government ic 
thePeshwato refuse the proposals of Lord Corotvallisfora mutual guarantee* 
between the British Government, the Niiam and the Peshwa against the 
future aggressions of Tipu 

Tlie chief Maratha leaders had now become allies rather than depen* 
dents of the Peshwa Separate treaties had been cooclodcd by the British 
CoTcrnmcot with the Raja of Berar, the GacWwar and Smdhia, and it is 
onlyiaa confederacy of equals acting against a common enemy that the 
Maratha Chiefs again appear united The independence of Sictdhia was 
virtually recognised by the treaty of Salbai and his separate conquests la 
northern India and Malwa, although nomina])) held by him as deputy of 
the Peshwa, gave him full control over the court at Poona 

The young Peshwa, Madliav Rao, died on the syth October 1795, auil 
his death was follonedby dissensions which threatened the dissolution of 
the Maratha confederacy These dissensions resulted in the establishment 
of Baji Bao, the son of Raghoba, as Peshwa through the military power of 
Daulat Rao Sisdhia, who used hi$ ascendancy among the Maratha Chiefs to 
defeat the negotiations of the British CoTernmeot for an alliance with 
Poona After the fall of Setiogapatam m 1799, a share of the conquered 
temlones of Mysore, yielding 3 63 000 pagodas was offered to the Pcslrwa, 
on condition that the graut should form the basis of a new treaty similar to 
that which the Bntish Goveroinent had concluded with the Nizam But 
under the influence of Sindba the oR« was rejected, and the territory was 
divided betiseen the Bntish Goverament and the Nizam 

In the war which broke outbetneen Sindhia and Holkat m 1801, the 
united forces of bindhia and the Peshwa received a «evcte defeat on thenslh 
October rSoa The crisis was opportune for the re-estabhshment of Bntish 
inBueace at Poona, and overtures foe a subsidiary force made by Baji Rao, 
r^no nahheh jrom'Foona on Hotkaf's approach were favourably received 
Oa the 31st December 1802 the celebrated Treaty of Bassem fho XIH) 
was signed By this the Peshwa undertook to receive a subsidiary force of 
SIX batt-dions witb guns and to cede for their payment territory of the valne 
of Us 26 00,000 The Peshwa was to refer to the British Gov-ernment all

exchanged for part of the Peshwa’s possessions in Bundelhhaad and this 
arrangement was embodied in supptementar) articles to the treat) on the 
i6th December 1803 BajiRaonas re-established at Poona on the 13th 
Ma) 1802 Holkar (led on the approach of the British force, and Sindhta, 
after hesitating!) expressing his acquiescence m the arrangements to be 
made under the treaty of Bassein m ^yhlch he saw the destruction of his 
scheme for obtaining control o\er the Poona Government, changed his plans, 
and formed a league with the Raja of Berar to defeat the treaty The 
campaigns against these Maratha Chiefs in 1803, and Holkar m 1805, 
completely broke up the Maratha confeoeracy, and established once for all 
the supremacy of the British power m India The temtones then con- 
quered from Smdhia and the Raja of Berar were distributed between the 
British Government, the Peshwa and the Nizam, by tbe partition Treaty of 
Poona in 1804 (No XIV) The Peshwa’s share was the city and province 
of Ahmadnagar 

For many years nothing occurred to interrupt the friendly relations 
between the British Goi'ernment and (he Peshwa, although the latter was 
somewhat dissatisfied with the terms of the settlement of his claims over the 
petty jagirdars withm his dominions, by which his power to oppress them was 
limited, and they were guaranteed m their terntonea so long as they fulfilled 
their original engagements to the PoonaState But m 1815 difficulties arose 
from the treacherous conduct of the Peshwa and his minister Trimbakji 
Denglia By the treaty of Bassein the British Government was constituted 
tlie arbitrator between the Peshwa and the Gaekwar For the settlement of 
the heavy claims of the Peshwa, which were brought forward m pursuance 
of a scheme to revive the old Maratha policy at which Baji Rao began to 
aim, the minister of the Gaekwar, Gangadhar Shastri, a staunch friend of 
the British Government, was invited to Poona under a guarantee from the 
British Government of his personal safety He was there assassinated at 
the instigation of Tnmbakji, the Peshwa himself not being above suspicion 
of participation m the crime Baji Rao was compelled to surrender his 
favourite minister, -who was imprisoned in the fort of Thana Tnmbakji 
escaped in September 1816, and was concealed hj the Peshwa, who, while 
pretending the greatest zeal for the friendship of the British Government, 
was making extensive preparations for war, and had opened negotiation 
with Holkar, Nagpur, and the Pmdans When these facts were discovered, 
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tlis Pesliwa was in?orTOed that he had grossly violated his engagements , 
the subsidiary force was marched upon Poona, and Baj\ Rao vras 
to sjrrender three of his strongest torts, and to subscribe a Treaty (No X ) 
dictated to him by the British Covemment The principal provisions o 
this treaty were obligations losciic and deliver upTnmbakji , to cede Ian 
m lieu of the contingent m3in*amed under the treaty of Bassein , to com- 
promise his claims on the GaeUar to acLnoo ledge the settlements made 
with the subordinate jagicdars in iSis and to abstain from diplomatic 
intercourse with foreign powers 

The system ot non interference which the Government followed m 
Central India and Malwa greatly strengthened the Piodari hordes, and m 
t8i6 their inroads into British territory made necessary a change m the 
poli^ ol the British Government The Pindans look^ed much to the 
support of the Maratha Chirfs, bat Smdhia was detached horn their cause 
by the treaty of 1817 , Amir Khan was gamed over by being guaranteed m 
his territories, the force of Hollar was broken in the battle of ^Uhldpu^, 
and after a harassing war the Ptndaris were completely broken up, and 
their Chiefs were forced to surrender uncooditionally In the meantime 
Baji Rao, smarting under the humiliation to which he was subjected by the 
recent treaty, took advantage o( the Pindan war to break oil his connection 
With the Bcituh Government On the jlh November 1817 he suddenly 
attacked and plundered the Residency at Poona After a desultory 
campaign, Baj) Rao was reduced to the utmost distress, and m May 181S 
offered to throw himself on the generosity of the Bntish Government He 
accepted terms (No XVl) by which he resigned his sovereign power, and 
agreed to reside at some place on the Ganges, receiving an allowance of 
Rs 8,00,000 a year Bilhur, near Cawnpore, was selected as his future 
residence The residents within the jagir which was assigned to him at 
Bithur were exempted from the lunsdicUon of the ordinary cml and 
criminal courts of the country by Regulation 1 of *832. 

Baji Rao died on the aSth January x85t. He bequeathed all his 
property to tis adopted eon, Dhondo Pant Nana, who was recognised by 
the British GoremracDt as his heir No portion of the pension granted to 
BSiji Raowascontmuciftodalanury. The jigir at Bithur, however, was 
continued for the^dife of Dhondo Pant, but the Ctoidents were made subject 
to the ordinary cisM and ctiininal courts Dhondo Pant was the notorious 
Nana Sahib, wl 0 ^idcdat the massacre at Cawnpore and took a leading 
jiatt in the rtbtilion «/ 1857 
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Treatv with the MahrattaS in 1739.

Article t. 


The English shall only issue passes 
to the Company’s vessels, the met* 
cfianls or servants, dependents, belong- 
iag to the island of Bombay, or other 
places where the English have settle- 
ment ; and the English shall not inter- 
fere with Bajecrow’s fleet, nor give 
convoy to foreign >essels^: save that 
if two or three vessels should accident- 
ally fall into company with the 
English, in such case Baj'eerow's fleet 
shall not molest them. 


The English shall give their pass 
and colours to the vessels beloimng 
to the port of Bombay, to the Com- 
pany, or other merchants, as cus- 
tomary, but not to vessels belong- 
ing to those of foreign ports, who, 
taking pass from our Government, 
may navigate and carry on their trade 
freely. Those who shall not take our 
pass shall be chastised by us, and the 
English shall not oppose the exe- 
cution. The English Government 
shall not, as aforesaid, give their 
pass or colours to foreign merchants, 
or Convoy vessels belonging to 
foreign ports cot having passes from 
this State. Our fleet will not harm 
two or three vessels* belonging to 
foreign ports, ifby chance they come 
under convoy of the Englisfi fleet 
whibt they continue under that 
convoy.

Whereas differences ha\e arisen amongst the Chiefs of the Mahratta 
State, and the Government of Bombay haring taken a part therein by send- 
ing /orces into the Wafarafta domin/oos, nbich tbc Honorable Ibe Cownvjr- 
Gencral and Council of Fort William disapprove, and being desirous of con- 
ciliating these differences, have deterralneu accordingly to enter Into such 
measures as may most eflectually contribute to so desirable an end : They 
have for this purpose, therefore, authorized, depnted, and gi>cn full powers 
unto Lieutenant-Colonel John Upton, in the service of the Honorable the 
English East India Company, to conclude a peace betneen the Government 
of Bombay and the Mahratta State.

the British Government assumed the supreme authontj , the Gaekwar had 
the nght oi interfering to settle disputed successions, to punish offenders 
seized in Chiefships of which they were not subjects, to seize and punish 
indiscriminate plunderers, to coerce Chiefs %vho disturbed the general peace, 
and to interfere in cases of flagrant abuse of power or notorious disorder 
in the internal government of the Chiefs Upon the basis, therefore, of 
these rights of the supreme poner, the British Government, in 1831, 
established a cnminal court of justice m Kathiawar to be presided over by 
the Political Agent (now Agent to the Governor) aided by three or four 
Chiefs as assessors, for the tnal of capital cnmes m the estates of Chiefs 
who Mere too weak to punish such offences, and of cnmes committed bj 
petty Chiefs upon one another, or othernise than m the legitimate exercise 
of authority over their own dependants But, with this exception, no 
magisterial interference m the administration of the territories subject to 
the various Chiefs was exercised by the PoUUcai Agent (now Agent to the 
Govemor) 

The investigations made at the settlement m 1807 revealed the fact 
that the Rajput tribes m Kathiawar, more particularly the Jarejas and 
Jethwas, were addicted to the barbarous practice of female infanticide 
Mr Duncan, the G01 emor of Bombay, who some years before, when in 
charge of Benares, had induced a caste called Rajkumars to put a stop to 
this usage, instructed Colonel Walker to endeavour to induce the principal 
Chiefs in Kathiaivar to bind themselves and their followers to renounce the 
crime With much difficulty Colonel Walker succeeded in persuading 
twenty Chiefs and their Bha%ad, including every Jareja Chief who enjoyed 
the smallest separate jurisdiction, to sign an Engagement (No XIX) binding 
themselves under penalties to prohibit infanticide, and giving tlie British 
Government and the Gaekwar the right to punish offenders The engage- 
ment comprised within its obligation every Jareja family inhabiting 
the peninsula of Gujarat It was first signed by the Chief of Gondal and 
last by the Jam of Nawanagar In consequence of violations of this agree- 
ment, two Chiefs were subsequently required to renew it — the Jam of 
Nawanagar in 1812 (No XX), and the Chief of Rajkot m 1835 (No XXI) 
The latter Chief was fined Rs 12^000 for breach of his engagement, and by 
the new agreement, for which be had to fumish tuo securities, he was 
required to inform the Political Agent in Kathiawar of any birth expected 
in his family His sureties were the Raja of Wankauer and the Chief of 
Kotra-Saagani Shortly after the condusion of the settlement of Kathia- 
war, Colonel Walker left India, and the subject of infanticide was lost

1817, when it was found that between December 1808 and June 1815 only 
63 fenvale infants had been rescued {roia murder In July 1824 the number 
had mcreased to 265 In 1825 the infantiadc fund was established This 
fund IS HOW merged in the Agency Consolidated Fund,” from which 
assistance is gwen to poor Jarejas and others m defray ing the expenses of 
the marriage of their daughters Rewards used to be distributed to such as 
might merit them by their eHorls in rescuing female children from destruc- 
tion or in bringing offenders to detection The British Go\emmcnt tn 
1834 lasted a proclamation to alt the Kathiawar Chiefs, reminding them 
of tfacir engagements and declaring the intention of punishing persons 
gu Uy of infanticide m such manner as might be conducive to the complete 
suppression of the practice The proclamation was renewed m 1S3S and 
further steps were taken to reroore the causes which led to infanticide 
by inducing the Chiefs of other Rajput tribes not to give their daughters 
to any tribes which would not give their daughters in return , and bj 
diminishing the expenses at marriages These measures, backed by the 
persevering efforts of the officers of the British Government, were attended 
with the most successful results In 1899 it was decided that there was no 
further necessity for any special measures for the prevention of female 
infanticide, they have been discontinued, therefore, since the tst April 
xgoo 

Notwithstanding all cdorts to reform the admiQistralion of Kathiawar, 
there was at first little improvement in the condition of the country The 
social and political sv stem of the province was described as a system of 
sanguinary boundary disputes murders robbery, abduction, arson, and 
outlawry Upwards of two hundred persons were said to have voluntarily 
made themselves outlaws and to subsist professedly by depredation. 
Although about eighty of the petty States, which existed in 1807, had been 
absorbed in other States yet, from the constant subdivision of possessions 
by inheritance the number of separate jurisdictions * rose to four hundred 
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and eighteen, and m the majority of these the jurisdiction claimed was over 
two villages, one tillage, and often a fraction of a village 

In 1863 the administration was reorganised by arranging m seten classes 
all the Chiefs of Kathiaw ar, and defining their powers, and the evtent of their 
jurisdiction The country was divided into four districts, or ‘prants" 
corresponding with the ancient divisions* of Kathiawar, and European 
officers were appointed to these distnets to superintend the administration 
generally, and more particularly to tiy inter jurisdictional cases and offend- 
ers «ho had no knoun Chief, or ivho nere under such petty landholders as 
might be unable to bnng them to trial 

There are seien Chiefs in Kathiawar, vta , Junagarh,Nawanagar, Bhau- 
nagar, Porbandar, Dhrangadra, Morvi, and Gondal who exercise first-class 
jurisdiction that is to say, have power to try for capital offences, without 
permission from the Political Agent (now Agent to the Governor), any 
persons except British subjects Seven— , Wankancr, Palitana, Dhrol, 
Limn, Rajkot, Wadhwan, and Jafarabad— exercise second-class jurisdiction , 
that IS to say, have power to try for capital offences without permission of 
the Political Agent (noir Agent to the Governor), their own subjects only. 
The other Chiefs have powers more or less rcstnctcd according to their 
class As a rule there is no appeal from the decisions of the Chiefs, but 
their proceedings may be called for and reviewed on suspicion of injustice 
The Pobtical Assistants (now Political Agents) have the ongmal civil powers 
of ziUa judges and the cnminal powers of district magistrates Appeals lie 
from their decisions to the Political Agent (now Agent to the Governor), but 
in civil coses Iht right of appeal has of late been soniewliat restricted Fach 
Political ^Vssistant (now Political Agent) m charge of a print has a Deputy 
Assistant subordinate to him, who resides at the head-quarters of the prant, 
and has civil and criminal powers up to a fixed limit There are also 1 
certain number of subdivisional tlianadars in each prant, each of whom is 
invested with lower civil and enn inal powers over a cluster of villages contig- 
uous to his thana, for the excrasc witlun his powers of the residuarj 
junsdicUon which vests lo the Bntisb Government 

No spcaal provisioi was made m these irrangcincnts for the hearing of 
Giras c„scs, or those in which landed estates held on a scmi feudal tenure 
wcrcinvolvcd Ifacascfelt within the jun«dittion of i Chief it vv is beard 

by him , if it fell bej ond his jurisdiction, tl was heard by the Political Assist- 
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ant (now Political Agent), but It was not the practice to interfere in cases 
whi^ a Chief, m virtue of his jurisdiction, was competent to hear. The 
effect of tbs was to depnietbe Mulgirasias of the nght of appeal against 
their Chiefs , and in 1867 it was deaded that the Mulgirasias were entitled 
to look to the British Government for enforcement of the obligation in the 
Fa’eV Zamm bond of 1807 which bound the Chiefs not to seiic lands 

To give effect to tbs decision It was at first proposed that Giras cases 
should be heard bj a court composed of a Judicial Assistant to the Political 
Agent (now Agent to the Governor) assisted by the karbhansof the Chiefs 
as assessors This arrangement however was regarded with disfavour by 
the Chiefs, and, after much discussion, dunng which the Chiefs were allowed 
every opportunity of representing their views, a scheme was introduced! 
expenoieatally, providing fot the survey o( estates and the setUement of 
the rights in land of the subordinate Mulgirasias The Rajasthanik Sabba 
court was also established for the decision of questions m dispute between 
Mulgirasias and Bhayads on the one hand and the Chiefs on the other 
The court was composed of a Bntisb officer as president, and six members 
who were chosen by Government out of a hst of twelve names submitted by 
the Cbefs Of these six members the president chose two to sit with him 
as asses^rs, and either party to a dispute had a nght of objecting to one of 
the members Rules (Ko XXII) were drawn up to regulate the working 
of the court. 

The Rajasthaoik court was abolished from the 1st Apnl 1899 After 
the abolition of the court the following procedure was adopted iti regard to 
the disputes relating to Gitas and Haks between the States of classes I to 
IV and their Bhayads and Mulgirasias The Bhayads and the Mulgirasias 
exhaust their remedies in the States' courts and then submit their apphea 
tions or appeals against the Slate Huiur Courts’ decisions to the Agent to 
the Governor, who deals with them as political cases in his own court, refer- 
ring them, if necessar}, to the Judioal Assistant for heanng and report, 
but the final order IS passed by the Agent to the Governor Parties dis 
satisfied with the decisions o! the Agent to the Governor appeal to His 
Excellency the Governor in Council, Bombay 

As for the cases ansmg m States below class IV, fresh Rules {No 
XXni) were made in 1898, by which the Judicial Assistant has been 
aulhoriicd to hear and dispose of such cases with the aid of two assessors 
to be appointed from among those mentioned in the list maintained for the 
purpose All decisions passed by the Judiaal Assistant are required to be 
countersigned by the Agent to the Govemot m Kathiawar 
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For many jears the southern distncts of Kathiaivar were exposed to the 
depredations of bands of WaghCTs, who plundered the Gaek war’s Mahals 
and created a widespread feeling of alarm throughout Kathiawar In 1867 
a large band of these outlaws attacked and plundered several pillages m the 
vicinit) of Rajkot, killed and ivoonded upwards of seventy persons, and 
earned off property valued at two lakhs of rupees A small British force 
was despatched against them, and, with the loss of two ofGcers (Captains 
Hebbert and LaTouche), completely defeated them near Macharda m the 
territory of the Jam of Nawanagar To assist the Chiefs m the maintenance 
of order a local corps, composed of contingents from several of the first- 
class States, was formed under the control of two British officers, in March 

1867 It was called the Federal Sibandi of the Kathiawar States In May 

1868 the remainder of the Wagber bond was destroyed by a party of this 
corps, which was finally disbanded m 1873, when there was no further occasion 
for its services In the same year special measures bad to be adopted to 
repress the excesses committed by outlaws, and a British officer was 
appointed, with the consent and at the expense of the States, to the duty of 
moving through the various jurisdictions with a small body of horse in pursuit 
of offenders The cost of this measure, which was continued for three years 
was Rs 18,000 a year In 1886 the services of a special officer were lent 
to the junagarh State for the suppression of outlawry and the reorganisation 
of the State police In consequence of the depredations of a band of dakaits 
in the territory of Nawanagar and Gondal, the operations of the special offices 
were extended to those States m the following year, and two other officers 
were appointed to assist him. By the end of 18E8 the dakaits had been either 
killed or captured, and order had been restored , and at the end of 1889 Uic 
special officer was withdrawn To prevent the recurrence of such distur- 
bances all the States of Kathiawar tn the first four classes signed a Conven 
tion (No. XXIV) m tSgo, with a view to securing efficient co-opcration m 
the suppression of dakaiti and other serious crime. It was arranged that the 
police of any State should be allowed to eater the territory of another to 
effect a capture, provided they comroumcated at once with the officials of the 
State so entered , aud the same privilege was granted witli reference to 
British distncts In distncts where there are no junsdictional Chiefs, or only 
very petty Chiefs under thanas, and in the civil stations, the police admiaistra* 
tion vests m the Agency. In 1890-91 the province of Kathiawar was tnreat 
cned with outlawry on the part of a band of Mianas They committed 
dakaitics, robberies and such other heinous offences in different places in 
Kathiawar. These deprcdationsconUnucdtiU iSga, when it was realised that 
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it was impossible for the police of Native States to cope with the gang without 
European supervision and direction Measures to this effect were accord- 
ingly taken, and on the igth December iSga the whole gang was destrojed 
in the eacouQtcr at Karadia when Ltencenaat Gordon w'as killed The 
outlawTy was completely stamped out by rebruary 189^ The supervision 
of an European officer in the Wankancr Slate, however, was not withdrawn 
till the Chief attained his majority in March tSgg 

In 1820 2i the Chiefs of Kathiawar entered into Engagements 
(No XXV) to procure all opium * required for copsumption in their respec 
live talukas from the Gov emment store , to appoint retail sellers who should 
keep registers of the sale of the drug and to treat as contraband all opium 
not fiioobtained winch might he found in their ternlocvcs It was found that 
these engagements had not been adequately fulfilled , and fresh rules to 
protect Imperial interests were laid down m 1878 They were to the effect 
that any Chief or Tafukdar who agreed to prevent the smuggling and illicit 
sale of opium, to adopt the Dntish retail system, to prohibit the tetad safe 
of opium within the limits of his authonly at a rale lower than that which 
obtained in ncighbouniig Onush temtorj, would be allowed a drawback of 
SO per cent on the pass fee levied by Government on each chest of 140 lbs 
supplied to such Chief or Tafukdar Those who declined to agree to these 
conditions would have to pay the whole pass fee Only a few of the minor 
Talukdars signed this agreement The other Chiefs submitted a represent 
ation cultivate and manufacture 

opium and to receive Qp«^_ proSSl* These claims 

Were disallowed The GovernnienV~bf--wia'p,^led in i88x that the Bntish 
Government had always esercised the nght of levying Cn^ty ^n opium, and 
that the prohibition to the cultivation and manufactur^*^ • , was of 
long standing and had been acquiesced la by the States of Kai 
must continue The pass fee, however, was reduced. Government rese/nn^ 
its nght to raise vt should the States not loyally co-operate for the suppres- 
sion of illicit traffic The leading States then proposed certain iwodificatioos 
in the rules They would have had the effect of precluding the British 
Government from raising the pass fee and reducing the drawback These 
concessions were refused, but the Sutes were in 1881 permitted to purchase 
Opium in the Bombay market Rules to regulate the sale of opium m the 
States of Kathiawar were finally sanctioned by the Government of India in 
1899

1 jUNAGARH (jUNAGADH) 

Junagarh is situated in the Soratb distnct of Kathiawar, which was 
governed by Rajput Rajas of the Churasama tnbe till its conquest by 
Muhatnnud Qegaca, King of Gujarat in 1476 from which time it fm been 
subject to Muhammadan Chiefs The present family of Juoagarh was 
founded to 1735 by Sher Khan Babi, a soldier of fortune, ivho possessed 
himselfof the country and erpelled the Mogbal deputies He was succeeded 
by his son, SaiabaC Khan, who divided bis possessions among his sons, 
assigning junagarb to Baliadur Khao, and Bantwa to his two other sons, 
Diler Khan and Sher Zamaa Khan 

Bahadur Khan ivas succeeded in Junagarb by his son, Mahabat Khan, 
and he, in 1775, by bis son, Hamid Khan, then a boy of thirteen Hamid 
Khan maintained himself in power by intngue and enme through a very 
troublesome and stormy rule, and was tn possession at the time when 
ColonelWalker made the first settlement of Kathiawar In addition to 
the engagements which were taken from the Nawab of Junagarh, in 
common with the other Chiefs of Kathiawar then under the authority of 
the Gaekwar, the Nawab was required to make similar agreements with bis 
dependants, from whom be exacted collections under the name of zortalabi, 
^ tax which IS said to have been first imposed in the year 1760 In 1822 
the Bnlvsh Government intciieied to regulate the tax Its amount was 
ascertained, and the Bnlish Govemmeiit undertook to realise it oa condiUoa 
(N'o XLVIj of receiving one fourth of the amount for the expenses of 
collection 

In j8o3 Hamid Khan entered into an Engagement (No XLVJIJ 
renouncing piracy and all ngl t to wrecks He died m iSir, and the succes- 
sion was disputed by his two sons, Bahadur Khan and Sulabat Khan 
LventuaUy Bahadur Klan was recognised, but he was kept in subjection 
by an Arab Jam.idar, named Omar Mokhasam Trom this icstiaint he was 
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released m 1816 by the interference of the Bntish Govemment In return 

the- Nawab agreed (No XLVIII) to pay the expenses of the Bntish force , 
to g«e up his mulkgiri claims in the Bntish distncts of Dhandhuka, Ranpu^r, 
Gogha and Dholera , and to cede the revenues of certain Milages for the 
expenses of a Bntish agency The temtonal cession, however, was even- 
tually not accepted 

In 1838 the Nawab entered into an Engagement (No XLIN) to pro 
hibit sati 

Bahadur Khan died in 1840, and was succeeded by his son, Hamid 
Khan 

In 1846 and 1849 Hamid Khan entered into Engagements (Nos L 
and LI) to exempt from duty vessels entenng his ports from stress of 
weather In 1873 this exemption was extended to vessels belonging to 
the Rao of Kutch * 

Hatnid Khan died in 1851, and was succeeded by his brother, Mahabat 
Khan 

In 1862 the Chief received the assurance (No Lll) that any succession 
to his State which might be legitimate according to Muhammadan law would 
be upheld 

In 1865 the Nawab of Junagarh assigned (No Llll) land in Manik 
wara, m perpetuity and m full sovereignty, for the location of the head 
quarters of the Sorath Prant subdivision these have since been transferred 
to Jetalsar m Gondal, and the land m Manikwora has been restored to 
Junagarh 

In 1874 the Junagarh State entered into an Agreement (No LIV) 
for the construction of a line of telegraph 

On the occasion of the Delhi Daibar, held on the ist January 1877, 
Mahabat Khan was granted a personal solute of 15 guns 

In 1879 the Chief ceded to the Govemment of India cnmtnal junsdic 
tion over the lands in his terntoiy occupied by the Kathiawar State railway 
(No XXXIV) 

Mahabat Khan died on the 29th September 1882, and was succeeded 
bj his son, Bahadur Khan 

In 1883 the Chief signed an Agreement (sec No XXVI) for the regula 
lion of the manufacture of, and the trade in, salt. 

In 1SS6 the Nawab ceded to the Govemment of India (No XXXVIII_, 
all criminal and restricted civil junsdiction over the lands in his SUite 
occupied by the Jetalsar Veraw al sccltoa of the Bhauuagar Gondal Junagarh 
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Porbanclar railway This section tias ainslnictcd by the State , it >\as 
opened lor traffic as far as Jutiagarh on the ist September tSS8, and as fat 
as Verawal on the ist November 1888 

Bahadur Khan nas made a Knight Grand Commander of the Indian 
Empire on the 20th November 1^90, and died on the and January ibgs 
without issue and without having exercised Ins pouers under the adoption 
sanad The selection of a successor therefore rested with the Gov* 
ernment of India The choice lay between three claimants as sons of the 
father of the late Chief , and it fell upon Rasul Khan, who was born on the 
30th July 1838 

In April 1893 the State ceded to the British Government (No XLIII) 
full Qvd and criminal jurisdiction over (be lands occupied by the Jctalsar- 
Rajkot railwa), which was opened for uallic on (he I2tb April 1893 The 
State has a |ths share in this railway 

In iSgd the State made a joint agreement with Bbaunagar, Porban* 
dar, and Goodal having effect from the tst January 189;, for the manage 
ment of the Bhaunagac Gondal Juoagarb railway , certain clauses of which 
were modified in 1S99, and m 1899 an agreement was concluded with 
the Board of Conlcol of the latter railway for the maiuteuanLc. and working 
of the Jetalsar Rajkot railway This agreement took effect from the tath 
April 1893 

On the 33rd July 1899 Nawab entered into an Agreement 
(No LV) regarding the discipline of his Imperial Service troops whea 
serving beyond the frontiers of his Stale. 

In January 1899 Rasul Khan was created a Kuigbt Commandei ol 
the Star of India He attended the Delhi Coronation Darbar m January 

1903. 

The gross revenues of Junagaih are about Rs 21,59,178, and the State 
paj3 to the British Government Rs 28,394, and to the Gackwar Rs 37,210 
The area of Junagarh is 3,283 7 square miles , and the population, accord- 
ing to the census ol 1901, immbers 395,428 

In addition to 99 Imperial Service cavalry and a transport corps of 52 
ponies, the State possesses 63 cavalry, 34 artihecy men, 13 cetsice- 

able and 53 unserviceable guns, and 1,760 armed police 

The State is liable to the operation of the nazarana rules 
The Nawab of Junagarh IS entitled to a salute of 11 guns, which was 
finally approved m Her Majesty’s Order in Council, dated the 26tb June 
1867. 
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2 NAWANAGAR {OR JAMNAG/VR) 

The Jam of Nawanagar, which ts m the Ha!ar district of Kathiawar, 
IS a Jareja Rajput of the same family as the Raos of Kutch, and has a large 
Bhayad, of whom the most important and powerful arc the Chiefs of Gondal, 
Rajkot, and Dhrol These Chiefs, howe\cr, have long since disused the 
name of Bhayad, and consider themselves as heads of families with a 
Bhayad of their own The family emigrated from Kutch to Kathiawar 
ind founded Nawanagar about the year 1442, driving before them the 
Jethwa family, who fo metly possessed the country, but who are now

In 1808 an Engagement* (No LVI) was made with the Jam, by 
which he renounced piracy and all right to wrecks In 18 c i the turbulence 
of the Jam made it necessary for the British Government to reduce him by 
force He refused to settle heavy pecuniary claims which the Rao of 
Kutch had against him for military assistance rendered m time of danger, 
he ejected from his State the Agent of the British Government, who was 
making enquiries regarding the prevalence of infanticide , and made pre 
paratiQos to assert hts independence by inducing other Chiefs to combine 
against the paramount power A force was therefore marched against 
him, and on the 23cd February i8t2, after much evasion, he agreed to 
the terms of submission (No LVIt) He was also required in the same 
year to conclude a iresh Engagement (No XX) to prevent ioiasUada. 

Engagementscxempting from duty vessels entering his ports from stress 
of weather were executed by the Jam of Nawanagar m 1846 and 3849 
(Nos LVUI and LI) This exemption was extended in 1873 to vessels 
belonging to the Rao of Kutch t 

In 1862 the Chief received a Sanad (No LIX) guaranteeing to him 
the right of adoption 

In 1883 the Jam executed an Agreement (No XXVI) for the regulation 
of the ma luficture of, and the trade in, salt

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In 1885 a line of telegraph was erected by Government under an 
agreetrent with the State between ^awanagar and Rajkot (No LX) 
An extension of the line was made from Dhrol to Jodija, the usual Agree- 
ment (No LX.I) being executed in 1890 by the Jam In 1893 a further 
t-xtension from a point on the Rajkot Nawaitagat line was constructed to 
Pardhan under an Agreement (No LXII) and jn December igOj another 
Agreement (No LXllI) was executed for the construction of another 
extension, called the Balambha branch telegraph line, from a point on the 
line from Dhrol to Jorija 

la 1887 an Agreement {No LXIV) was concluded whereby the State 
consented not to levy customs duties upon vessels of the Porbandar State 
touching at anj of the ports m the State without discharging cargo 

In September 1894 the Jam signed an Agreement (No XLIV) ceding 
to the British GoveTumewt (uU civil and cnmieai jutisdictiorv over the lands

Jam Sri Vibhaji who was a Knight Commander of the Star of India 
and cnjQjed a personal salute 0! 15 giitis, granted on the ist Januarj 1877, 
was the son of Ranmalji, who was the nephew of Jam Sataji, and had been 
adopted bj him in 1814 He died on the zSth April 1895 
succeeded by his son Jaswant Singb, who was born in 1882 During hjs 
minoytj the State was under Government management 

On the 26th July 1899 ll« State entered into an Agreement (No LXV) 
regarding the discipline of its Imperial Service troops when serving 
bejond the frontier of the State 

Jaswant Singh was formally installed on the 19th March 19O3 
The gross revenues of the Stale amount to idiout Rs 21,65,671 The 
Jam pajs annually to the Bntish GoTcmment Rs 50 312, to the Gaekwar 
Rs 64 924, and to the Nawab of Junagarh Rs 4 S57 The area of

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3 BHAUNAGAR (BHAVNAGAR) 


The Thakur Sahib of Bliaunagar belongs to the tribe of Gohel Rajputs 
This tribe settled m the countt) about the year 1200 under their Chief, 
Sejakji, from whose three sons, Ranoji, Sarangji, and Shahji, are descended, 
respectively, the Chiefs of Bhaunagar, Lathi, and Palitana The Wafa State 
also is an offshoot from Bhaunagar The town of Bhaunagar was founded in 
r723byBhau Singh grandfather of Wakht Singh, who succeeded to the Chief- 
ship in 1772, and was m possession of it at the time of Colonel Walker’s 
settlements Bhau Singh, his son Rawal Akherajji, and his grandson 
Wakht Singh, took great pains to improve the trade of their country and to 
destroy the pirates* who infested the neighbouring seas This led tp an 
lutimate connection between Bhaunagar and the Bombay Government In 
*759 British Government acquired a nght to a fourth share of the 
customs of the port of Bhaunagar from the Sidi of Surat, to whom it had 
been granted by Bhau Smgh as the price of protection from the enmity of 
the Nawab of Cambay In 1771 Rawal Akherajji assisted the Bombay 
Government in reducing Talaja and Maburva, which were occupied by 
piratical Kohs After the conquest of Talaja, the fort was offered to 
Akherajji by the Bombaj Government, but be refused to accept it, and it 
was in consequence made over to the Nawab of Cambay Wakht Singh, 
however, after his accession, dispossessed the Nawab of the fort, which, 
under an Engagement (No LXVIj mediated by the British Government in 
1773, he was allowed to retain on pacing a sum of Rs 75,000 The bounda- 
ries of the Bhaunagar State were largely increased by vanous other acquisi- 
tions made by Wakht Singh previous to the settlement of Kathiawar 

When Gujarat and Kathiawar were divided between the Peshwa and 
the Gaekivar, the western and larger portion of the ThakuPs possessions 
were included in the GaekwaPs share, and the eastern and smaller portion, 
including Bhaunagar and the original estates of the family m Sihor, fell to 
the Peshwa, and formed part of the distncts of Dhandhuka and Gogha, 
which the Peshwa ceded to the British Government under the Treaty of 
Bassevn. At the time of the settlement of Kathiawar, therefore, part of the 
Bhaunagar possessions had already become Bntish territory, while part 
remained under the Gackwar The revenue demanded from the British 
portion was Rs 11,651. and that payable to the Gacknar was fired at

Rawal Wakht Singh was succeeded m 1816 by his son, Wajc Singh,

In 1839 the mint at Bhaunagar, where copper money had previouslj 
been coined, was closed iVs compensation for this a sum of Rs 2, 793^6 3 a 
} ear was granted to the ThaVnr A (uither sum o{ Rs 4,000 was given 
him in consideration of hts resigning all claims to share in the laud and sea 
customs of the port oC Gogha. These sums are now annually paid under an 
Agreement (No LWIll) concluded on the Stb September 1840 The 
Thakur also subscribed the usual Engagements in 1846 and 1849 
(Nos LXIX and LI), exempting from duty vessels (putting into bis ports 
from stress of weather The exemption was extended in 1873 to vessels 
betoogiog to the Baa of KulcK* 

Rawal Aldieraj died in 1834, and was succeeded by his brother, 
Jaswant Stcigh, who received m i86x a Sanad (No UIX) guaranteeing 
to him the right of adoption 

After the cession of Ohandhuka and Gogba to (he British Government 
the Thakur of Bhauoagar, m consideration of his influence and good govern* 
nent, was tacitly (lermittcd to exercise the same powers as before in the 
portion of his estates which fcU within these districts But in consequence 
of a serious abuse of {lowcr, his estates in British terntor} were brought 
under the }urisd>ctioa of British courts^ and the revenue pajablc by him 
was raised. Bv these measures the Chief was placed in an anomalous ]>osi' 
tion Very irritating to him In his estates in Kathiawar he conbnued to 
exercise hit former powers, pacing a fixed revenue, while in his estates in 
British temtor), which included his two largest towns and his place of re* 
siderev, lie was subject to ordinary Bntvsb laws The Tliakur never ceased 
to complain of ll IS and to bnng forward many claims against the Uniisb 
Cotcrmiert. These were all carefully enquired into in 1859, and an 
AgTctnwnt (No. L\X) was eoncludcd on the a3rd October 18G0, by 
whiclr<hc TluVurs revenue in hs Dntlsh estates was fixed at Rs 52,000 in 
pcrjicluty, and his otlwr claims were adjusted U was at the same time 
projxwcd tn {dace the town BItauoagar and lU subordinate village of 
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Wadwa, with the town of Sihor, and ten other villages which formed the 
old possession of the famil)’, on the same footing as the estates m Kathia- 
war, but, owing to some doubts as to the precise legal status of Kathiawar, 
this was not at the time effected The Agreement of i860 was revised in 
April 1866 (No LXXI) 

In January 1866 the Bombay Government issued a notification, where- 
by, m accordance with the Agreement of i860, certain villages belonging to 
the Chief of Bhaunagar and situate m the Dhandhuka Ranpur and Gogha 
sub divisions of the Ahmadabad district were declared to be removed, from 
the ist February r866 from the jurisdiction of the revenue, civil, and 
criminal courts of the Bombay Presidency, and were transferred to the 
supervision of the Political Agency m Kathiawar on the same conditions in 
regard to jurisdiction as had applied to the Bhaunagar villages which had 
previously been included m that province Doubts having been raised as 
to the legal effect of these proceedings the Governor General m Council 
issued a notification, dated the 5th December 1876 ceding these Milages 
so that they should be held by the Thakur Sahib on the same conditions as 
those in ishich be held his other villages in Kathiawar 

Jaswant Singh died in April 1870 when the succession of his son, 
TaUit Singh was recognised 

In 1874 the Bhaunagar State entered into an Agreement (No LXXll) 
for the construction of a line of telegraph 

In July 1879 the State made a mutual Agreement (No XXXIII) with the 
Gondal State about the constniction of a railway from the town of Bhauna 
gar to the Wadbwan terminus of the Bombay Baroda and Central India 
railway, with a branch from Dhola to the town of Dhoraji m the Gondal 
State The line uas subsequently evteoded to Porbandar In December 
1879 the Thakur ceded to the Government of India criminal jurisdiction 
(No XXXV) over the portion of his terntones occupied bj the Kathiawar 
State railway In August j88i he agreed (No XXXVII) that certain 
suits of a civil nature which might be brought against the Bhaunagar- 
Gondal railway should be heard in the Agency courts.

The Cliicf of this State, which is situated m the Garda district of 
Kathiawar, belongs to the tribe of Jethwa Rajputs At the lime of the 
settlement of Kathiawar the ruling Chief was Sartanji, but the State was 
virtually managed by his son, Halloji At the close of the eighteenth century 
this State was subjected to many exactions from lU neighbours *, and, besides 
the revenue payable to ibe GaeLwar, it paid a tribute of Rs 7,300 to 
Junagarh, Rs 2,000 to the Babi Chief of Bantwa, Rs 1,933 to the Kasbati 
of Mangrol, and Rs 1,400 to the Portuguese settlement at Diu 

In i8o3 the usual Engagement (No LXXIV) against piracy was taken 
from the Chief of Porbandar In iSog Raoa Sartanji quarrelled with his 
son, in consequence of which a rebellion broke out The fort of Kandorna 
was seized by the mercenary troops of the Chief, who made it over to the 
Jam of Nawanagar The aid of the British Government was called m, and 
by it the mercenaries were expelled For the purpose of obtaining the 
continued support of the Bntish Government, the Chief ceded in 1809 
(No LXXV) half the port of Porbandar, and a party of sepoys was 
stationed there In 1849 the Chief executed the usual Engagement 
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No LI) to levy no duties on ships driven by stress of weather into his 
orts This exemption was extended m i873to\csscls belonging to the Rao 
I Kutch"*

51OR of the metre gauge railway from Dhorajt to Porbandar, 69 miles in Icngt b 
This section passes through the States of Gondal Nawanagar and Porbandar, 
all of which ceded in 1887 full civil and criminal jurisdiction over thehne to 
the British Government uuder an Engagement (No XLII) 

In 1890 the Rana of Porbandar received a Sanad of adoption 
(No LXXVII) 

In 1896 the State joined in an agreement with Junagarh, Bhaunagar, 
and Gondal, taking effect from the 1st January 1897 for the management of 
the Bhaunagar Gondal Junagarh Porbandar railway Certain of its clauses 
were modified in 1899 

Rana Sn Vikroat died on the SJst April 1900, and was succeeded by his 
grandson, BEau Singh, who was bom on the 26th December 1867 Bhau 
Singh was installed, on the 15th September 1900 with the first class 
powers attaching to the State under certain restrictions winch were 
removed on the ist January 1905 The Rana oftended the Delhi Coronation 
Datbar m January 1903

The Chief of Dhrangadra, who has the title of Raj Sahib, belongs 
to the Jliala Rajputs ami ts considered the head of that tribe in the district 
of Jhalawar, which derives its lume from them The Raj Sahib of 
Wankancr and the Thahurs of Wadhwan Limn, Churs Lakhtir, and Sajia 
belong to the same tribe or family Phe ancestor of ibc family, Ifvrpal, is 
said to have belonged to a MaWwana family of kutch, ssho in the thirteenth 
century moved to Gujarat, and look service with Karan Ghclo the last 
Waghcla prince of Anhilwara Patan llarpaJ seems to have obtained 
territory on the cast of the Ran of Kutch, and he established his residence 
at Pain Thence the farndy moved to Kuva. and, when driven thence m 
1488, made their capital at Halwar, a place some 30 miles north of 
Dhrangadra In the beginning of the mnctecotb century the scot of Gov 
emment was moved to Dhrangadra At the time of Colonel Walker’s 
settlement Amir Singh was the Chief of Dhrangadra He died m 1843, and 
vras succeeded by liis son, Rvnmal Singh He was the first Chief in Kathia* 
war to be made a Knight Commander of the Star of India He died in 
1869, and was succeeded by his son, Man Singh who was granted a personal 
salute of 13 guns oa the occasion of the Delhi Darbar held on the vt 
January 1877 

In 1883 an Engagement (No XWIII) was executed by tbc Chief for 
the regulation and manufacture of, and the trade in. salt 

In 18^9 the Raj Sahib of Dhrangadra preferred a claim to precedence 
over the Rana of Porbandar , but it was rejected 

In June 1890 the Chief of Dhrangadra received aSanad (No LXXVll) 
guaranteeing him the nght of adoption 

In 1898 the Ra] Sahib constructed the Dhrangadra railway, from 
Wadbwan civil station to Dhrangadra, a distance of 23 miles llic line 
was opened for traffic on the aStb June 1898 In the folloinng year an 
agreement, takmgcflect from the 1st June 1898, was made for the maintenance 
and working of the railway by the Board of Control of the Bhaunagar Gondal* 
Jenagarh Porbandar railway InDet^mber 1899 the Raj Sahib ceded to 
(be Bnbsh Govemmeqt full and cxduave power and jurisdiction of every 
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kind (No XLV) over the lands in his Slate •which were, or might thereafter 
be, occupied by this railway 

The Chief agreed m 1900 (No XXXI) to give up the manufacture of 
Vadagarasalt at the Kuda salt works which had been permitted bj the 
agreement of 1883, m return he receives an annual compensation of 

7,000 He also undertook to prevent the export of salt from Kathiawar 
by land either into foreign States or into British India 

Sir Man Singh died on the iglh November 1900, and was succeeded by 
his grandson, Ajit Singh, born on the 18th January 1873, who was installed 
on the 3rd December 1 900 

In April 1905 the Raj Sahib ceded to the British Government full and 
exclusive power and jurisdiction of every kind over the lands in his State 
which were, or might thereafter be, occupied by the Moryi metre gauge rail- 
ivay (No XLI) 

The gross revenue of the Dhrangadra State is Rs 3,56,688, from 
which a peshkash of Rs 40,671 is paid to the Bntish Government, and a

The Chief of Morvi, which 15 in the Hatar division of Kathiawar, is a 
Jareja Rajput of the same family as the Rao of Kutch and the Jam of 
Nawanagar He claims to belong to the senior branch The present ruler, 
Sir Waghji, who was bom on the 17th February 1858, succeeded to the 
gadi in 1870 

On the occasion of the Delhi Darbar, held on the ist January 1877, 
Waghji was granted a personal salute of 11 guns, which was made^ 
permanent m 1878 

In 1S83 the Chief entered into an Agreement (No XXVI) regulating 
the manufacture of, and trade m, salt

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On the ist January 1877, on the occasion o( the Delhi Darbar, Bhagwat 
Singh was granted a personal salute of 9 guns, the salute was made 
permanent m 1878

They 
should follow tbe right practice. 

2 . They should not ^^ciate mlb or assist men guilty of having com- 
mitted unlawful things [ in tbe territories ] of the Shrimant Sena Khas 
Khel Saheb and o? the Company Bahadur. They should not commit rob- 
beries and depredations in the Mahals of the Sarkar Shrimant Pant Pradhan, 
the Gaikwar and the Company Bahadur, nor should molest anv* passengers, 
merchants, and others travelling, but should provide them with labourers to 
carry their baggage and see that they safe^ go out of their respective 
boundaries. ' Snould any Sarkars, 8tc , suffer injury on the way the same '' 
shall be made good by him in whose limits the same took place. In case 
tbe villagetnanoe unable to do this then tbe Talukdar should make good 
the loss.

t The Cutch and Mom States respei-tively wall subject always to any 
rights and interests appextainmg to the Paramount Power, have 
and hold their several coasts wjlh npanan rights, rights of 
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customs aad all other tigbU and interests free each from an) 
interference or obstruction by the other, on either side of a line 
drawn as follows — namely, commencing from the Gulf of Cutch 
the line runs along the centre of the Hansthal creek, then from 
where Chach Nes joins the Hansthal along the centre of Chach 
Nes, right up to the present termination ot Chach Nes at the 
point marked A on the accompanying map, which point A lies on 
a straight line between Vandhia village site and Tonk Hill, 
appro^mateiy equidistant (six and a half miles) from either 
eastward of point A the line runs along the centre of the Runn

And whereas a certain plot of ground forming the piece and parcel of 
land hereinafter speafied and situate m the village of Jetalsar of mahal 
Dhoraji of the Gondal State is required to be occupied by the British 
Government for the purpose of establishing the said cml station thereon , 

And whereas the Thakor Saheb of Gondal is willing to assist the British 
Government m this behalf , 

The said Thakor Saheb of Gondal agrees to assign, on p^ment of the 
annual rent specified below, the said plot of ground unto the Government of 
Bombay for as tong as it may be required by that Government for the 
purpose of a avil station, subject to tbe conditions hereinafter mentioned and 
agreed to by both parties to this agreement 

The land in question measures 550 acres, as per map appended , the 
boundaries are as follows —on the north west the land of laoje Mandlikpar 
belonging to the Junagad State and tbe line of the Bhavnagar Gondal 
Railway, on the south and south nest tbe land of moje Sankhli belonging to 
the taluka of Jetpur and the land of moje Mandhkpar belonging to the 
Junagad State , and on the north east tbe proposed line of the Railway 
extension from Jetalsar to Veraval 

The sum of Rs i,Soo shall be paid annually as rent for this land by the 
British Government tO the Gondal State, and the whole plot in question is to 
be at the absolute disposal of the Bntish Covemment dunng occupancy 

The right to cut wood or graze cattle la the said land shall vest m the 
British Government, but no privilege of cutting wood or grazing cattle or m 
an} way making use of any other Gondal land outside the limits of the land 
hereby assigned to it by this agreemeat shall be claimed by the British 
Government or the residents of the new station 

The Dvil and cnminal junsdiction in respect of all causes of action that 
may arise or of all enmes that may be committed within the limits of the 
land hereby assigned to the Bntish Government shall vest in the British 
Government But it is understood and agreW by both parlies to this 
agreement that this is in no way lo affect the jurisdiction of the Gondal State 
la respect of all anl actions tbe cause of which may arise or of all cnires 
which ma> be commiUcd outside the limitsofthe land hereby assigned to the 
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Bnbsh Go>erntiient, but mthm tbe limits oi the Gondal St&te , and that the 
johabitants of the Gondal State who may reside or live in the new station or 
possess property therein are not to be thereby entitled to any assistance £roin 
or protection by the Btit^h Government, 

The authorities in the new station are not to possess any nght of forced 
labour or any privilege of maViOg reqaisilions for the service of artirans In 
time of necessity carnage must, however, be furnished according to the same 
scale that it may be demanded from othci tnbntaliy States 

Certain custom duties called *‘\tandvi*' are now levied by the GondaJ 
State on all articles of trade exported from uid imported into the village of 
Jetalsar These the Gosdal State shall continue to levy in the village of 
Jetalsar as well as on goods exported Irom the new awl station, subject to 
such vanaboos and modifications in rates, 6.c , as the Gondal State may from 
time to time think advisable to make, wiib Ibis reseivaUDn, however, that no 
increase of the custom dues on goods exported from the owl station shall be 
made without the consent of the Political Agent, and that the rates and rules 
for the levy of these dues shall alwaj's be uniform for the Jetalsar village and 
the new civil station 

It IS agreed between both patties to this agreement that should it be 
found ttecessaxy by the Bntish Ooverntneot hcrcalter to expand the statiort 
beyond the limits of tbe land hereby assigned to it, the expansion shall be 
made by the Bnusb Government taking, and the Gondal State giving, such 
further land of the Jetalsar wUage as may be convenient to both parties, and 
on such condibons as may be agreed upon between them at the time The 
station shall not be extended under any cucumstasces by taking up any land 
belonging cither to the Junagad State or the Jctpui Taluka 

It IS further agreed between both parties to this agreement that should 
the British Government find it expedient at any bme to relmi^uish the occu 
pancy of the land hereby assigned to it bj remowng the station elsewhere or 
othennse, the land must be wtwnied to the Gandjd State and to no other, on 
condition that while the Gondal State would not thenceforward be entitled to 
claim and receive from tbe British Government the annual rental thereof, the 
British Govemment would not be entitled to claim and receive from the 
Gondal State tbe cost or rent or any set-off whatever in respect of the build- 
ings and other properties constructed and staoding thereon at the time of 
such relinquishment.

A limited jurisdiction has been conferred on five of the principal petty 
Chiefs or estate holders m these thana circles 

The Chiefs of Palanpur, Radhanpur, the petty Chiefs in the WarahJ 
thana circle and in the Terwara estates under Deodar thana are 
Muhammadans, the remainder being Hindus The total area of the States 
under the Agency is 6,393 si^uare miles, and the population, according to 
the census of 1901, 467,271 

Palanpur and Kankrej pay an annual tribute to the Gackwar, the 
former Rs 38,461 8 7, and the latter Rs 7,741-1.1, a sum which includes the 
payments made by the Thara Taiukdars No tribute is paid by any of the 
other States 

In Radhanput the Pohtical Agent exercises merely a general super* 
vision and limits his direct interference for the most part to disputes with 
other States 

The Assistants to the Political Agent dispose of cases beyond the 
pouers of the Thauadats' courts and appeals lie to the Political Ai,ent 
The European Assistant has been empowered to } >• vppeaJs from the dcci* 
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Sion of thanadars m civil suits, a second appeal m such cases lying to the 
Political Agent 

Inter jurisdictional cases between Palanpur and the States of Rajputana 
are decided by the Manvar Court of Vakils, to which a delegate is sent by 
Palanpur 

Till 1 885 police duties in this Agency were discharged by the Gaekwar’s 
Contingent, but in that year the force wm disbanded and replaced by a 
local police corps called the Palanpur Imperial Police 

All the States under this Agency have abolished transit duties since 
1887 

The establishments kept up for the purpose of making enquiries with 
regard to female infanticide were abolished on the 1st April 1900 

On the 14th September 1904 Tharad thana, under which the jurisdic* 
tion over certain villages which paid jama to the Tharad Chief had been 
placed, was abolished, and the jurisdiction over these jamia villages was 
handed ^ck to that Chief from that date 

I PALANPUR. 

The Palanpur family 1$ Afghan, of the Lohani tribe The head of the 
family obtained the title of Dtwan from the Emperor Akbar m 1597, and the 
provinces of Jalor, Sachor, Palanpur and Disa in 168a from Aurangzeb, 
But in 1698 the Maharaja of Jodhpur deprived the ruling Diwan of all his 
territories except Palanpur and Disa. 

The connection of the British Government with this State commenced in 
tSog, in which year an Engagement (No LXXXIX) was mediated, similar 
to those concluded with the Chiefs of Kathiawar, for the payment of tribute 
to the Gaekwar In 1813 Diwan Firoz Khan had been murdered by a 
faction of Sindi Jamadars They seized his son, Fateh Khan, and placed in 
power his uncle, Shamsher Khan, Chief of Disa, who had been superseded 
In the succession by Firoz Khan in 1794 By the aid of the British Gov- 
ernment and the Gaekwar, however, Fateh Khan, the rightful heir, was 
established as Diwan under the guardianship and management of Sham 
sher Khan during his minority To prevent the distractions which for some 
years had rent the State, It was determined to unite the interests of the 
uncle and nephew Through the mediation of the British Government 
(No XC) in 1813, Shamsher Khan, who bad no sons, recognised Fateh 
Khan as heir to all his property, and both parties agreed that the admmis 
tration should be carried on by the uncle m his nephew’s name, and that no 
foreign mercenoncs should be entertamed 
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troin Ihc first the admimstrition of ShamsliLr Klnn was bad He 
alienated the State rc\cnucs, fell into arnars in the pajment of Lis tribute 
to the Gaekwar. md incurred licavi debts and in i8iG the joung Chief 
claimed the interference of the Uritwh Government Shamshcr Khan 
resisted the attempt made to deprive li.in of autliont) in the administration, 
but after a feeble defence Palanpur wa^ taken and bhamslier Khan fled A 
new Engagement (No \CI) was then concluded with Fateh Khan on Uic 
aSth November 1817 Uy this agreement the Diwan engaged to receivcan 
Agent from the Gaekwar m the confidence of the lintish Government, whose 
suggestions he was to follow in all matters relating to the government, to 
subsidise 250 horse (cvcntuaU> reduced to 150} and 100 infantry, known as 
the I alanpur Levy to pa> punctually Ins tnbulc to the Gaekwar, and to 
giTC no protection to offenders against the Unlish Government or the

In 1891 Shcr Muhammad Khan agreed to cede to Government, with 
full jurisdiction, the land required for a railway from Palanpur to Disa 
The form of this cession was revised in igoi (No XC\ III) 

In 189a the Diwan entered into an Agreement (\o XCIX), modifying 
the opium Agreement of 1879 (No XCIV), by winch he receives an annual 
compensation of Rs 31 500, but is obliged to maintain an efScient prevent- 
ive establishment at a cost of not less than Rs 12,500 a year 

In October 1892 an Arraugement (No C) was made by the British 
Government for the commutation of iJie Palanpur Darbar's rights m the 
Wantas of Chassole and Nagwasao, 10 Oaroda territory into an annual 
guaranteed pajment by the Gaekwar of Rs 900 (Sicca currency), which 
was subsequently converted into British Rs 857 i 3 The Baroda Daibar 
also paid a sum of Rs 800 to the Palanpur Darbar m commutation of all 
outstandings then due to then) 

The system of forced labour which had hitherto prevailed m the State 
was abolished in 1892 

In 189G the old Sicca currency was abolished and British Indian 
coinage introduced lO its place 

Diwan Sher Muhammad Kban was appointed a Knight Grand Cora 
mander of the Order of the Indian Empire in January 1898, and he has two 
sons, Tab Muhammad Khan aged (1906) 23, and Yawar Husain Khan aged 
(1906) 19 years 

In 1904 an Agreement (No Cl) was entered into prohibiting the culti 
vatioD of hemp in the State 

The area of Palanpur is 1,766 square miles , population, by the census 
o! 1901, 222,627 , estimated gross revenue, Rs 4,50,714 , tribute ml 

The Diwan possesses (1905) 7 artillery men, 17 serviceable and 59 un- 
serviceable guns, and 603 armed police 

The State is liable to the operation of the nazarana rules 
The Diwan of Palanpur is entitled to a salute of r i guns, which was 
finally approved in Her Majesty s Order in Council of the 26th June 1867 
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In 1822 the Nawab signed an Engagement (No XCII) prohibiting the 
transport of opium through his State 

Sher Khan died in 1825, and was succeeded by his son, Zorawar Khan, 
who received in 1862 a Sanad (No XCIIf) guaranteeing that on the failure 
of natural heirs Government would uphold any succession to his State that 
might be in accordance wilh Muhammadan law 

Since 1840 an annual payment of Rs (1,048 has been made to the 
Nawab by the British Government as compensation for the loss of his share 
m the Anwarpur salt pans, which he surrendered to the East India Com- 
pany under an Agreement (No CIV) 

Zorawar Khan died m October 1874 after a rule of 49 years, and was 
succeeded by his son, Bismilla Khan 

In 1879 the Nawab agreed (No XCIV) to prevent the illicit importation 
of opium into Radhanpur and its sale there at a price lower than the retail 
price in British temtoryi 

Bismilla Khan died on the t9th December 1895 at the age of 71, and 
was succeeded by hts son, Muhammad Sher Khan, who was born 00 the 
8th June x886 During his minority the State is under Government manage 
ment. 

In 1897 the State entered into aa Engagement (No CV) regulat- 
ing the sale, etc , of opium • 

In 1900 the Jorawarsai currency, previously in use, was discontinued 
and replaced by the British currency 

In 1904 the cultivation of hemp was prohibited by an Agreement, dated 
the 16th April (No CVI) 

The State pays no tnbutc cither to the British Government or to the 
Gaekvvar It receives jamabandi in small sums amounting to Rs 1,71 1-15 6 
from certain villages under the Kathiawar and Palanpur Agencies 

The area of Radbanpur is 1,150 square miles , population, by the 
census of igoi, 61,548, gross revenue about Rs 3 48,682 , tribute nil 

It maintains (1905) 78 infantry, 16 onserviceable guns, and 265 armed 
police 

The State is liable to the operation of the nazarana rules 
The Nawab receives a salute of xi guns, which was finally approved in 
Her Majesty’s Order m CouncH of the 26th June 1867 
3 PETTY STATES. 

In 1820, when the Khosas and other marauders were expelled from 
Radhanpur, they were at the same time dnven from the other petty States 
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which they infested and an Engagement (No CVll) was concluded with 
these States bye\hich they became tributary to the Untish Government. 
In iSai Government resoUed to exact no tribute till tin. revenues of Uicse 
States had inerLased one. half after which one tiurd of the increase was to 
be taken But in iS.6 in consideration of the poverty of the petty Chiefs, 
tribute was remitted altogether, and new Engagements (No CVIII) were 
concluded binding the Chiefs to submission to the Bntisb Government, but 
not to payment of tribute In 184S the Rana of Wao ai>d some of his 
relations undertook m consideration of an annual payment of Rs 362,10 
prevent the import export transit and sale withm their taluka of salt from 
the Ran {No CIX) 

Tlie Jareja Chiefs and brotherhood of Chornar (Sanlalpur) and Chad- 
chat had signed an Engagement m 1837 (No C\) to put down infanticide 
The engagement was renewed (No C\I) 1111853, also signed 

by the Jarejas of Tharad and Warai 

The Chiefs are bound by engagements regarding opium similar to 
those concluded with Palanpur m 1823 and 1879 (see Nos XCII, XClV, and 
CXII) Some of them also entered m 1897 and 189S, into engagements 
limilar to that concluded with Radhanpur (see No CV) regarding opium , 
and the principal ones are also bound, regarding hemp, by similar agree- 
menu to that roadcM-ith Palanpur (see No Cl)

From Kankrej, which originally was under the Mahl Kantha Agency,

Translation of an Agreement mtli the British Govern- 
ment entered into by the Thakur of ThuraD, WaGHELA 
Karem Sing, on the ayd August 1826 

Whereas m the hope of protection from the injuries inflicted on our 
distnct by the Khosas, koolees, and others and of advancing the prosperity 
of our pergunnahs, a bond of agreement with the British Government was 
executed by us, dated 15th Magsud, Sumvut 1878, in the 3rd paragraph of 
which we stipulated to pay to the extent of our means our proportion of the 
expenses incurred in preventing the inroads of the Khosas, or any other 
marauders, and to paj our quota >early, in conformity to which engagement 
we have until now guided ourselves by the instructions of the British Govern- 
ment , but now that the British Government m its great goodness is pleased 
to cancel the above obligation on our part to pay such necessary expenses 
incurred for our benefit, we are deeply gratined for the same, ana bind 
ourselves for the future by the following engagements — 

Article i 

We promise to conform ourselves m every respect to our former agree- 
ment with the Bntish Government, with the exception of the 3rd paragraph 
respecting out payments therein stipulated to be by us paid, 'and to conduct

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IV —MAHI KANTHA AGENCY. 

The system of perpetual sfctllement which was adopted in Kathiawar 
m 1807, and which obviated the necessity of the periodical advance of a col- 
lecting or mulkgin army, was found to be so beneficial to the country and 
people that it was soon afterwards resolved to extend it to the Gaekwar's 
claims over the Mahi Kantha The first who entered into engagements of 
the kind was the Chief of Ghorasar. It was not till 1812 that the Engage- 
ments (No CXIII)were generally concluded, by which the Chiefs bound them- 
selves to pay the Gaekwar's dues on the average of what bad been collecte 4 
during the ten preceding years These engagements, however, only settled 
the Gaekwar’s claims, and left unadjusted the exactions levied by the Raja 
ofldarandthe blackmail taktn by the Koh Chiefs Since 1820, when 
the Gaekwar agreed * not to send troops into the districts or prefer any 
claims against the inhabitants in them, except through the arbitration of the 
Bntish Government, the paramount authority in the Mahi Kantha has been 
exercised by the British Government alone 1111839 a court of criminal 
justice was established in the Mahi Kantha similar to that winch had been 
estabbshed m Kathiawar It is presided over by the Political Agent, aided 
by two or three assessors for the trial of heinous ollences and all cases in 
nbich the parties concerned are subjects of different Chiefs , 

Captain (af tenvards Sir James) Outram instituted m 1838 border panch* 
ayats for the settlement of the numerous blood feuds and disputes between 
the wild Bliils on the Mahi Kantha and Rajputana frontier The sjstem, 
which IS one oi money compco&ation (or crime, was found to be effective 
in preventing reprisals and tnainlaiuing peace The courts, however, met at 
irregular intervals owing to the difficulty of arranging a meeting between 
the pohtical officers on both sides of the border who presided jointly oyer 
them, and disturbances again became numerous In 1673, therefore, revised 
rules were, drawn up, providing for the more regular assembly of these 
courts under one British officer as president, aided by two assessors from 
each^f the States concerned, and enhancing the scale of compensation for 
certain specified enmes The rules were again revised in 1877, when 
murder was omitted from the scale of compensation, the scale for wounding 
was raised, and it was arranged that the Pohtical Agents from both sides 
should sit on the border court instead of one of them with assessors. It is 
now (190C) proposed to extend the pnnaple oi extradition as far as 
possible

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other sons of Sheo Singh, after a long struggle, possessed themselves 
respectively of Morasa and Bajar during Gambhir Singh’s minonty. 
Indra Singh, the fifth son of Sheo Singb, who was blind, received Sur and 
three other villages for his support. 

Sagram Singh, Chief of Ahmadnagar, died in 1798, and was succeeded 
by his son, Karan Singh Zahm Singh, of Morasa, died childless in 1806, 
and Morasa ought to have lapsed to Idar. His widow, however, was 
allowed by the Gaehwar to adopt Pratab Singh, Karan Singh’s brother, on 
whose death in 1831 Morasa was united with Ahmadnagar, but Garobbir 
Singh never ceased to lay claim to it On the death of Amir Singh of 
Bayar without children, the reversion of Bayar was claimed by both Idar 
and Ahmadnagar. The dispute was investigated in 1827 by the Political 
Agent of the Mahi Kantha, and an Engagement (No CXIV) was con- 
cluded adjusting all the disputes between Idar and Ahmadnagar Idar 
renounced all claim to Morasa and received two thirds of Bayar, the 
remaining third going to Ahmadnagar. This settlement, however, was 
never acted 00, and the disputes continued as vehement as before. 

{ Gambhir Singh of Idar died in 1833, and was succeeded by his son, 
^ a; wan ^ Sing h_, Owing to mismanagemeut u..=:ne Jawao Singh’s minority 
and the rapaoty of the leading Chiefs, the wido.. of Gambhir Singh 
applied to the British Government to take the State under lU u^n manage- 
ment This was done i n_i8A7 The control of the British Government 
was relaxed in 1853, but a check on the expenditure was maintained till 
1859, when the entire maDaeeipeDj_of the State was transferred to the 
Raja 

The Chief of Ahmadnagar, Karan Singh, died m 1835, leaving two 
sons, Pntbwi Singh and Takht Singh On his death a forcible sati occurred, 
noUvithstanding all the eSorts of the British officers to prevent it. 
Immediately after the performance of the nte, Prithwi Singh and Takht 
Singh with their followers fled to the bills , and several of the subordinate 
Chiefs were at the same time in rebellion To prevent a general outbreak 
an amnesty was proclaimed, of which Pnthwi Singh and Takht Smgh were 
the first to avail themselves Prithm Singh was installed m Ahmadnagar on 
his engaging (No CXV) to prevent the practice of sati, to entertain no 
foreign mercenaries, to refer all disputes to the British Government, and to 
abide by the engagements of 1813 Pnthwi Singh died in 1839, and, on the 
death of his posthumous son la 1841, the succession devolved on Takht 
Singh This Chief was elected ruler of the SUte of Jodhpur, on thc’^Slh 
. of Man Singh in 1843 After gwng to Jodhpur he still claimed the nght 
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ments were then considered necessary The leases were again renewed 
in 1904 for a further period of ten years

SiDgh 

In 1897 the Maharaja ceded to the British Government the land then, 
or thereafter, required for the Ahmadabad Parantij ratinay, together i\ith 
full civil and criminal jurisdiction over the railway 

I Kesri Smgli, who_assumed themanag^niepto^his State in 1882, and 
was creaied'aT^hight Commander of the Star of India m 1887, died on the 
20th February 1901 A posthumous son, born on the 4th of October 1901 
and named Krishna Singh, nas recognised by Government, but died on the 
^oth November 1901, and the Government of India then recognised 
Colonel Sir Pratap Singh as successor to the Idar gadi, on which he was 
installed 00 the X2th February 1902, at the age of 56 Pratap Singh is 
the second son of Takht Singh of Jodhpur, who was the last Raja of Ahmad* 
uagar and who succeeded to the Jodhpur gadi after the death of Maharaja 
Man Singh Sn* Pratap Siogh served in the Tirah campaign and the 
Mohmand expedition, and held the command of the Jodhpur Imperial Service 
Lancers m China He was created a Knight Commander of the Order of the 
Bath m 1900, and a Knight Grand Commander of the Star of India on the 
22nd June 1897, and made an Honorary Aide de Camp to His Majesty the 
King Emperor on the iith January 1902, and given the Honorary rank of 
Major-General in the Bntish Army on the 9th August 1902 He is also 
"an Honorary LL D of the University of Cambridge 

In April 1902 the Government of India recognised the adoption by 
Sir Pratap Singh of his nephew, ^aulat Sin gh, as his heir to the gadi, on 
the usual condition that no legitimate soiT^houId thereafter be born 
to the Maharaja At the time of adoption Daulat Singh was 25 years 
of age, and he was appointed an Honorary Aide de Camp to His Royal 
Highness the Pnnee of Wales at the Coronation id 2902 

The Chief of Idar pays annually Rs 30,339-15-2 as “ghasdana" 
(forage for cattle) to the Gackwar and receives Rs 19,1406-11 as 
“ khichri" (supplies for troops) from Chiefs m the Mahi Kantba 

The area of the Idar State IS 1,669 square miles, and the population, 
by the census of 1901, 168,522 The gross revenues of Idar, which are 
shared by the Maharaja with his feudal Chiefs, are about six lakns of 
rupees , the net revenue amounts to Rs 4,10,771 

The State has (1905) 7 berviceabic and 19 unserviceable guns, and 550 
• armed police The subordinate Chiefs hold their estates on condition

We wilt not be guvlt> of any violence, theft etc , nor will \vc instigate 
others to such acts in an) part of the counU) Wc vi ill not assoaate with, 
nor insttgatc others to assoaste with outlaws, whether Koolees (Rajpoots), 
Mussulman soldiery, Kattecs, or other offenders. Wc wall not give them 
shelter, nor food, nor hooka, nor water if these come into our villages we 
will seize and give them up to government if they should be passing through 
our boundaries we wiU pursue, saze, and deliver them up, and then act as 
government shall order We will not in an) way assist disturbers Should 
we be detected in having anything to do with them wc will be answerable 
to govcraraenL 

If tbe footsteps of thieves arc traced intoour boundanes wc will carr) 
theni forward and deliver them over to the next village , if the thief should 
belong to our village vve will hand him over to government, and the 
property stolen Should we know that the people of the next village are 
engaged m any unlawful acts we will make it known , if we do not we wiU 
answer for it ourselves U any of oor people go into the Company's 
districts, or into any other talookas to st^, we will be answerable , if the 
thief should be killed in tbe act we will not make any claim, nor raise any 
feud on that account.

will have nothing to say to it If there should be a government thanna now 
«r hereafter, as they shall tell us so will we do

We will not impede any merchant or traveller going or coming , vvc 
will protect the roads If any loss is incurred in our boundaries we will 
expel and hand up the author to government and be answerable We will 
not levy more than ordinary transit dues on any persons 

Article 9 

Should there be any sebundy, horse and foot, in our serv ice, w hether 
Sindees, Arabs, hfulaanees, or other foreigners, we will discharge them , 
and we will not maintain foreigners in future, nor allow others to do so If 
we shall be proved to do so hereafter we will be answerable, and we agree 
to any puni^ment government may inflict 

Article to 

Should we have given to any one from our paternal estate or shares of 
our brotherhood any uirass, wanta, pusaeeta, m pajment of loan or compen' 
sation of blood, or mam, we will not resume without repa>TaeDt or compen* 
sation 

Any Giiaas or Und given for the maintenance of out brothers or 
relatives which they have alwa}s en]0)ed shall^ not be resumed; if m 
these things there should be any dispute it shall be referred to government; 
and any reasonable order obeyed 

Article h 

If any one in the Company’s service, or any troops, be coming or 
going, we will guard and Vvatch them wlule on our boundaries, and, accord' 
ingto tbecustoffl of the country, wiU give them guides and guards to 
escort them beyond onr boundaries 

Article 12 

If the Koolies of our boundaries have any horses it shall be made 
known to government, and as orders shall be received they shall keep them 
or not. iT we offend government, and government take our horses from 
us we can lay no claim on that score 

Article 13 

We will not allow any one to smuggle opium without a perwannah 
from government sealed Should it be attempted we will seire it and report 
it to government, and as government shall order $0 will we do 
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Article 14. 

If any mehta or sepoy shall come lo superintend at our villages we will 
show all our papers and accounts, and will not refuse. 

Article 15. 

For any past robberies, if any footsteps have been brought to our 
viOage, or the thief is proved to be in our village, or the stolen goods are 
proved to be in our village, we will restore the whole, and be answerable to 
government. 

Article 16. 

Besides the above Articles we will obey any orders of government. If 
for any money matters, or any business, or to pve evidence, any person is 
required, we will produce him. 

In this manner we have written sixteen Articles, and we and our 
posterity will abide by them , if we (ail herein we will abide by such punish- 
ment as government may inflict. For adherence to these Articles our 
country and lands, Girras and revenue, are our securities for our good

In jour letter to me, dated 18th February 1836, jou informed me that 
It was the intention of the British Government to restore my throne and 
hingdom to me if 1 would subscribe to certain conditions therein enumerated,

1,600 To please the Sircar I have only shown what is due on account of 
compensation for salt alone, but the revenue denved from the duty on salt is 
fluctuating, therefore m exchange for the duty on salt which comes by vvaj 
of Poseena, I should get a }aghire, so that in future I should receive no 
hindrance 

2 After the arrangements about the salt are completed, should any one 
bnng salt from Marwar vti Poseena and otho' places into my State, and if 
such person is arrested by Sircar’s men and handed over to me, I will put 
under attachment the carts or bullocks on whicii such salt may be, and have 
it sold by auction and divide the proceeds into three shares, of which one 
share will be given to the person who gave the news thereof, and one share 
will be given to the sepo)s of the Sirens Chowkee and to the Karkun, and 
half of one share to the Tatookdar m whose territory the captnre is made, 
and the balance will be taken by my State, and be)ond this tW Sircar will 
not be troubled in the matter 

3 After these arrangements are made, and six months after a proclama* 
tioQ has been promulgated that salt from Marwat is not to be brought into 
my territory , if any Sircar s official informs me that there is such salt from 
hlarwar m any one s house or shop or other place m my State, I will attach 
and have It sold by auction and the amount denved from the sale will be 
disposed of as laid dow n in the 2nd paragraph but if before the six months 

_ has* expired any one informs me that 

either m his house or shop there are a 
certain number of maunds of salt, and that he is not able to sell it within the 
SIX months, then should purchase it at Uierate obtaining then, if not then 
a Sunnud should be given to the owner permitting him to sell the salt, and 
after it has been sold the Sunnud should be taken back 

4 The inhabitants of my talooka obtain Marwar salt at a low price, 
and when that is put a stop to in case salt at an eijuall) low rate cannot be 
obtained from the Sircar’s salt pans My subjects are not rich, so the Sircar 
should fix a price and enable them to obtain salt from the Sircar’s salt pans 
at about the same low rate they at present get the Marwar salt at, so that 
they may not feel aggrieved or suffer loss

Translation ot Agreement between the Edur State 
and the British Government, — 1874 

The following are the Articles of Agreement between the Edur Durbar 
and the British Government 

The n\er Hathmatee is near Ahmednuggur The Honourable Govern- 
ment’s order No 3509, dated i6tb December 1868, m the matter of the canal 
from it, has been received It is directed therein that the consent of the 
Maliaraja of Edur should be obtained to the construction of a weir in the 
river, and of a canal through the Edur limits The undermentioned agree- 
ment has been passed in the matter — 

1 In the plan there is the red line D C, showing the site on which the 
weir IS to be built m the river It should be built there The Engineer 
first searched for a site for constructing (a vveir on) and found out the afore- 
said site It IS on the east and at the distance of about 350 feet 

2 By building the vieir on the above-mentioned site D C, the whole 
of the water of the nver will be confined, and the inliabitants of Mouiey 
Parbuda and other villages within the jurisdiction of Edur, and the Sabar 
Kanta villages which are situated along the bank of the Hathmatee river 
until its junction with the Sabar nver, will not get water for drinking and for 
irrigating their land with Government have therefore agreed to keep an 
outlet for water on one side of the vveir, m order that people maj get water 
foe drinking and irrigating their land with, in view to cultivate the same 

3 The Karbarce of the Edur Durbar stated certain objections to the 
building of the canal from near the town of Ahmednuggur Government 
thought that it would be belter if the canal within the hunts of Edur be exca- 
vated agreeably to the Durbar's wishes Thereupon the Karbarce of the Edur 
Durbar expressed his desire to have the canal built from another site and 
showed tlie same in the plan When an enquiry was made about that line, 
it was found that the building of the canal in that line was highly objection- 
able, and that therefore it could not be built Afterwards one line was fixed 
for the construction of the canal It is shown under C, E, F in the plan, and

We, the Chiefs and inhabitants of Anoxia, do make this agreement with

On the 4th Falgoon 1876 Jemadar Yaroo, kamaisdar of fiejapore, took 
the security of Anona this engagement was forwarded to government, and 
from that day to this all thefts proved to have been committed, or whatever 
injury may have been done by os, shall be answered and satisfaction made 
without demur or excuse

Vcrisalji abdicated in (860 id favour of his son, Gambhir Singh, still 
retaining, however, the principal share of government in his own hands as 
minister of the State Differences, however, arose between father and son* 
and became so irreconcilable that, in 1867, Government was compelled to inter- 
pose and require Vensalji to withdraw from all interference in RajpipIa 
affau-s He died m the following year 

The Raja received m 1862 a Sanad (see No LIX), guaranteeing 
to him the nght of adoption 

A British officer was associated with Gambhir Singh m the administra- 
tion of the State from August 1884 till 1887, when it was found necessary 
to deprive the Raja of all power, and to entrust the administration for 
three years to a Political Officer, tbe Raja remaining in RajpipIa and 
holding the titular dignity of tbe Chicfsfaip In 1890 a continuation pf this 
arrangement for another three years was sanctioned, and m 1894 for another 
period of three years On the loth JaUnary 1897 Gambhir Singh died, and 
was succeeded by his eldest son, Cbhatia Singh, who was bom on the i8th 
December 1861, and was installed on the 20th May 1897 under certain 
conditions 
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The State entered into an Agreement in 1883 (No. CXXXIV) regard- 
ing the manufacture, consumption, and sale of opium in the State. This 
was revised in April 1897 (No CXXXV). 

In March 1900 the State entered into an agreement with the Bombay, 
Baxoda, and Central India Railway Company for the working of the Rajpipla 
State railway from Ankteswarto Nandod, which had been opened for traffic 
in 1899. This agreement superseded one made on the arst December 1896. 

The area of Rajpipla is 1,5174 square miles; population, by the census 
of 1901, 1x7,17s; and the gross reienue Rs. 7,81,187, of which Rs. 50,001 
are paid to the Gaekwar as tribute. 

The State possesses (1905) 36 cavalry, 75 infantry, 2 serviceable and 
4 unserviceable guns, and 200 armed police. 

The State is liable to the operation of the naiarana rules. 

The Raja is entitled to a salute of 1 1 guns, which was finally approved 
in Her Majesty's Order in Council, dated the 26th June 1867. 

2 . CHHOTA UDAIPUR OR MOHAN. 

Tlie ruling family of Cbhota Udaipur are Chauhan Rajputs, who 
formerly ruled at Pawagarh. The Slate Is tributary to the Gaekwar. Owing 
to a doubt whether the political control of Chhota Udaipur was transferred 
to the British Government in 1820 along with that of the petty States in 
Mahi Kantha, an Agreement (No CXXXVI) was made In 1822, by which the 
Gaekivar surrendered his control, and the State became subject to the 
British Government, paying under guarantee an annual tribute of Siasi 
Rupees 10,500, equivalent to Goxemment Rupees 8,769-13-4, to the 
Gaekwar* this tribute was in 1871 reduced to Gaekwari Rupees 10,147-9-2, 
equivalent to British Indian Rupees 7,806, in the course of a settlement of 
certain disputes between the twoStates regarding the Vasna and Jhabugam 
parganas, 

Prithwi Raj, with whom the above engagement was made, Avas suc- 
ceeded by Guman Singh, and he by his nephew, Jit Singh, avIio died in 
July 1881, and was succeeded by hb son, Moti Singh. 

The right of adoption was conferred on the Chief in 1S90 
(No. LXXVII). 

Moti Singh died on the 8th February 1895, and was succeeded by his 
only son, Fateh Singh, who was bom on the 23rd October 1S84. During hb 
minority the State was under Government management. Fateh Singh was 
installed on the i2th March igo6. 

The State entered, in 1882, into an Agreement (see No. CXXXIV) 
for the prevention of the cultivation and fllidt importation of opium. This 
was revised in June 1897 another Agreement (No. CXXXVil). 
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liquidation the most productive portions of the State were farmed for seven

A British officer was assoaated with Gambhir Singh in the adminvstra- 
Uon of the State from August 18841011887, when it was found necessaiy 

to deprive the Raja of all power, and to entrust the administration for 
three years to a Political Officer, the Raja remaining m Rajpipla and 
holding the titular dignity of the Chrefship In 1890 a continuation of this 
arrangement for another three years was sanctioned, and in 1894 for another 
period of three years On the loth January 1S97 Gambhir Singh died, and 
was succeeded by his eldest son, Chhatra Singh, who was born on the 18th 
December 1861, and was mstaffed on the 20th May 1897 under certajjj 
conditions 
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The State entered into an Agreement m 1882 (No. CXXXIV) regard- 
ing the manufacture, consumption, and sale of opium in the State, This 
was revised in April 1897 (No. C3DCXV). 

In March 1900 tlie State entered into an agreement with the Bombay, 
Baroda, and Central India Raulway Company for the working of the Rajpipla 
State railway from Ankleswarto Nandod, which had been opened for traffic 
in 1899. This agreement superseded one made on the 2tst December 1896. 

The area of Rajpipla is i,5i7J square miles; population, by the census 
of 1901, 117,175 ; and the gross revenue Rs. 7,81,187, of which Rs. 50,00* 
are paid to the Gaekwar as tribute. 

The State possesses (1905) 36 cavalry, 75 infantry, 2 serviceable and 
4 unserviceable guns, and 200 armed police. 

The State is liable to the operation of the naiarana rules. 

The Raja is entitled to a salute of 1 1 guns, which was finally approved 
in Her Majesty's Order in Council, dated the 26th June 1867. 

2. CHHOTA UDAIPUR OR MOHAN. 

The ruling family of Chhota Udaipur are Chauhan Rajputs, who 
formerly ruled at Pawagarh. The State is tributary to the Gaekwar. Owing 
to a doubt whether the political control of Chhota Udaipur ^as transferred 
to the British Government in 1820 along with that of the petty States in 
Mahi Kantha, an Agreement (No CXXXVI) was made in 1822, by which the 
Gaekwar surrendered his control, and the State became subject to the 
British Government, paying under guarantee an annual tribute of Siasi 
Rupees 10,500, equivalent to Go\emment Rupees 8,769-13-4, to the 
Gaekwar: this tribute was in 1871 reduced to Gaekwari Rupees 10,147-9-2, 
equivalent to British Indian Rupees 7,806, in the course of a settlement of 
certain disputes between tbe t\vo States regarding the Vasna and Jbabugam 
parganas. 

Prithwi Raj, with whom the above engagement was made, was suc- 
ceeded by Guman Singh, and he by his nephew, Jit Singh, who died in 
July 1881, and was succeeded by bis son, Moti Singh. 

The right of adoption was conferred on the Chief in 1 Sgo 
(No. LXXVII). 

Moti Singh died on the 8lh February 1895, and was succeeded by his 
only son, Fateh Singh, who was bom onthe 33td October 1884. During Ws 
minority the State was under Govemment management. Fateh Singh was 
installed on the 12th March 1906. 

The State entered, in 1882, into an Agreement (see No. CXXXIV) 
for the prevention of the culUvatton and illicit importation of opium. This 
was revised in June 1897 another Agreement (No. CXXXVII).

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7. PETTY CHIEFS 

The province of Rewa Kantba is iniiabited for the most part by Bhils, 
Mewasis and other turbulent tribes With these tribes, which are subject 
to Rajpipla and the Gaehwar, and also with those in Shidhia’ s Panch Mahals, 
agreements were made between the years 1822 and 1826 with a view to the 
settlement of the country. The nature of these engagements will be 
sufficiently apparent from the specimens given (Nos CXLIX to CLII). The 
Jurisdictionary powers of the petty Chiefs vary considerably, and the classiB* 
cation introduced into Kathiawar or the Mahi Kantha has not been applied 
to them. Bhadan-a, Umetha, and three other Chiefs were originally 
included in the JIahi Kantha settlement, and were transferred to Rewa 
Kantha in 1827. Sindhia’s Panch Mahals were ceded to the British 
Government hy the treaty * of tath December x86o, and attached for a lime 
to the Kaira Collectorate. They now form a separate distinct charge, to 
which the Political Agency of Rewa Kantha is attached. In 1 889 and 1 899 
the Government 0! India exempted from payment of nazaraoa many small 
Estates having no jurisdictional powers. 

In 1897 all the Chiefs noted in the list below, except Pantalavdl, 
Narukot, and Carol, entered into Agreements (see No, CXXXVII) which 
revised those made in 1882 (see No. CXXXI^, to prevent the cultivation 
and illicit importation of opium. 

In iSpx'ga all the 56 petty Chiefs mentioned in the list below, except 
^ Kadana, Sanjeli, Bebora, Dudbapar, Virampura, Chudesar, Nalla, Jiral 
' Kamsoli, Narukot, Kasla Paglnu Muwadu, Nabara, and Carol entered into 
arrangements by which they assigned to Government the management of 
abkari in their Estates in return for pecuniary compensation. The agreements 
were renewed from the ist January 1898 for five years, and again from the 
1st January 1903 for a further period of five years.

In consequence of our improper couduct coming to the notice of govern- 
ment, a force was equipped against os, which inflicted punishment upon us- 
Now, through the iKneficence of goverument, we have been diverted to 
reinhabit ourviIIages,^nd to conduct oorselves properly for the future accord- 
ing to the orders of govemment, after the manner of ryots. Agreeing to 
this order, we, of our free will and pleasure, and in Our right senses, subscribe 
to the under-mentioned Articles of a^eement : — 

ASTICLS 1. 

We will reside in the country bdonging to the government after the 
manner of ryots, and transact onrbosmess in an eqmtable way. We will 
not commit any depredations, or make any dispute with any one residing in 
the districts of the Guikwar govemmeat, of the Honourable Company, o 
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Rajpeepla, Chota Oudeypore, Curb, or any other taJookdar ; Tve mJI act in 

obedience to the instructions of the thannas of goveinment which at present 
exist, or may in future exist. 


Article 2 . 

We whl pay whatever revenue \s due on account of the viUages of TU- 
lockwarra belonging to government, and will pay according to the custom of

any one regarding money transactions, we will petition the government, and 
act according to its order respecting the same , we will not directlv make 
any dispute in future with the inhabitants of (he villages, and not take more 
than that awarded to us by Ibcgovernracat arrangement, nor will we cause 
expense to fall upon any village ourselves direct.

We will restore whatever villages and lands, situated 10 the districts of 
government or in those of the talo^dors, wc may be found to have unj'usUy 
possessed ovrseUcs of, when govcrtimeiit gives an order to that effect- In 
future, we will tot, without the permission of government, either take on 
mortgage, buj*, or receive as a gift, villages, lands, Pusaeta, or Geeras front 
any one.

c. In whatever towns belonging to zemindars any Geerasias may have 
fixed their residence, it is optional with them to remain and enjoy their rights 
at present enjoyed, such as Geeras, Ranwutteea, Weecban, and Posita, but 
they are not under these pretexts to advance additional demands or givcvexa* 
tion or alarm to the villages , and if any injury be done by them to any 
village, the zemindar who protects them will be compelled to make good 
the same and to deliver up the persons of the offenders. 

d. The Mewassee Geerarias having hitherto been constaJitly in the 
practice of cart^-ing on private wars one with another, this is to be discon- 
tinued, and the injunes to the peaceal^e villages consequent on such hostilities 
are not to be allowed ; no infringement o! public peace will be permitted to 
pass with impunity. 

e. If people of disorderly habits belonging to zemindars' villages enter 
peaceable villages for purposes of depredation and any affray ensue, and any * 
of the offenders fall, the villagers are not answerable for what is done in self- 
defence, and no compensation to be demanded from them. 

f. The zemindars in their respective villages are independent to enter- 
tain or discharge Rajpoot Koolies or others, or give them Posita lands or 
monthly pay, or to invite settlers into their villages; but if they discharge 
people of disorderly habits, their being let loose on the country may be inju- 
rious to the peaceable districts ; such people, therefore, previous to being 
discharged, we to be bound over under double security to good behaviour, and 
in case of this being omitted, and their committing depredations, the zemin- 
dar, through whose neglect tlus befalls, will be made answerable for the 
consequences. 

3. The limits of the several towns in the districts as now received are 

to be continued, and if at any time or in any place there should be boundary 
disputes betwixt the zemindar and government villages, the claims on both 
sides are to be made known to the A^nt, who will settle them after careful 
examination; but if they can 1^ mutual arbitration of Punchaiet settle the 
dispute amicably, th«c will be no necessity for his interference in matters 

of this kind. No injury or oppresaon is to be allowed against the govern- 
ment villages, and if it shall appe^that the zemindars have in case 
encroached or appropriated lands belonging to government villages during 
the last five or ten years, the encroachments arc not to be permitted and 
claims or complaints arc to bo adjusted by the Agent. * 

4. The zemindars shall continue in undisturbed possession of the 
%Vaanla nghU they at present enjoy in government distnets, nor suffer any

molestation on account o( counterclaims of Tulput, etc, but whatever 
villages pay Waanta arc to pa> the same to the oislomary amount only, for 
lands actually under the plough, and fees due to government from lands of 
that tenurt arc to be paid as herclolore and on all vVaanla lands, whatever 
has been hitherto paid bv the cultivating tenants respectively shall continue

6 ^Vheneve^ the royal retinue of Uus goremment proceeds for roll 
gvous ceremonies to the banks of the Xerbudda, the customary tribute

any are impovcnsbed, govemmeot wall take it mto consideration and 
demand less 

7 The zemindars are not in future to be allowed to obtain lands 
without approbation of government under the diQcrent denominations of

8 The zemindars are independent in tbcir several villages, respecting

brought, and injury would accrue to this government, therefore the Mewassce 
zemindars are to be warned on this head 

10 The jummabundee dues levied every alternate year by theRevva 
Kanta Moolookgeree, mclud'ig Khurajat Bahtees (extra levies) of every 
description, are to be fixed in perpetuity upon those by whom they have 
hitherto been paid Respecting these, wnUea proofs shall be separately 
furnished 

tv U any Mewassee zetntiwis#, h*wig wvVhwit oSspivug, wishes to 
adopt a child as his heir, he may 5o so according to law established, paying 
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the ctrstomarj' fees to goivmmcnt, and vrhen any zemindar dies, his heir, 
near or remote in rclaUonship, may succeed, as has hiUierto been the custom, 
the same being duly made know n to government. 

12. Thedistfict of the pergunnaJj of Sorvice is given to hfeer Umeenul 

Deen Hossain Khan as his iaghire for his Risallah, and the pergunnah of 
TiUuckwara to Ram Rao Anajce as his jaghtte for his Pagah, both districts 
being thus assigned to special purposes by government in Dootnala; in case 
the jaghiredars may show the wish to exchange their districts in consequence 
of the arrangemenU, etc., with the Mewassees being in future to be transact- 
ed through the Agent, this wdl not be attended to: the resjiectable 
zemindars are to pay their tribute through the Resident to these jaghiredars, 
and the inferior Meirassce i ilJages to pay theirs as already provided for.

Translation of a Fa’el Zamin or Seouritv Bond for 
good behaviour entered into with the SirCAR Alijah 
Bahadoor (Government of Dowlut rao Scindia) 
through the mediation of J. P. Willoughby, Esq,, Poli- 
tical Agent on the part of the British Government 
m Che province of Rewa ZCanta and the ZiLLAH of PovVA- 
GURH, BV ThaROOr Kesree SiNG Abeh SlNG and his 
son Deep Sing, Proprietors of the Mewasseb 
Village of Kunjeree, of the Hallole Pergunnah, 
dated 8th Maha Soodb, Sumwut jS8a, 15th February 1826, 
We, of our free will and in perfect possession of our faculties, have 
entered into a bond with the Sircar, containing the under-meutioned Articles 
of Agreement, the same being binding in perpetuity on ourselves, our breth- 
ren and relations, on all Inhabitants or persons beanng arms, residing within 
the jampla or gates of the village or villages belonging to us, or outeide in 
its (or tfieir) suburbs usually deagnated Alowada, Wara or Was, to wit ; 


• ARTICLB I, 

We will conduct ourselves as peaceable ryots, observing respect to the 
(Umul) authority of the Sircar fgovemmenl) vvhich has hjthVto been estab- 
lished over the above-mentioned village or vil/ages, or lands under our 
management, and paying implicit obedience to its (the government’s! orders 
Whatever settlement the S Jieb (or Agent) may make of the jammabundee 
babtees, ghasdana, or other just claims hitherto paid by us to the gov emment 
w e will agree to the same, and In conformity thereto pay the amount v ear by 
vear. We will, moreover, pay annually whatever Dliau (faxes) it m^- have 
been Ihc ancient custom to levy on Oopurwtiria land (situated in other 
V illagto) cultivated by us, or any Salamce which may be due upon our Waant a 
or other lands. We wiU also pay (hucLdaron huck) the rights of mdividuafs 
according to ancient custom.

or places from VI hence ihcv nia> be due We stipulate for ourselves and 
brethren and descendants m jwrpctuitv to abide b) whatever settlement the 
Agent may make of such of these as on investigation nvav apneas to be 
founded on equity whatever proportion (of these rights) the uoveroment 
may grant to us we will thankfull) receive If at any lime a boundary dispute 
shall arise between us and any one we will make the same known to the 
Agent, and abide by any scrtlemcot of the same which to him may seem

If we have obtained possession of any village or land orGccrasb) ad- 
vancing mone) on loan we will abide bv any settlement which the government 
may prescribe for the liquidation of such portion of such debt as on inquiry 
may be found to be justly due We renounce all cWm to such villages 
lands or Geetas and will not enter into any direct discussion or dispute with 
their inhabitants or propnetors If any dispute shall hereafter arise m out 
deahngs and transactions with any one vve will make government acquainted 
with the same, and consent to abide by whatever settlement it may mediate 
We wall not enter into any direct disputes with the villagers, nor demand 
more from them than the award of government neither will we cause an) 
extra expense to fait on any village 

Article 5 

U It should be wade known to ^vernincat that we have unjustly pos 
sessed ourselves of, or forcib!) occupW, an) vilbge or land, we stipulate to 
make restitution of tlie same on receiving directions to Uiat effect In future 
vve will not possess ourselves of or receive any wntlen deeds making over 
to us by sale, by mortgage, or b) gift any village or land or Posita or Geeras 
without obtaining the previous sanction of ^vernment 

ArtiClb 6 

We mil not associate mlh aimmals (Apradee) or outlaws (Bhanvutteas) 
from any of the districts belonging to the government, or to any talookdar, 
or tcmindar, we wall not afford aa asylum to any robber or distuiber of th^ 
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public peace, nor will we permit any one belon jpng to our village ' or villages 
to do so. We will neither ourselves give them food or a resting-place, nor 
allow any one to do so. If perchance any persons of this description fall into 
our power, mc will seize and deliver them over to the custody of govern- 
ment. If we are proved to hold intercourse with them, we hold ourselves 
responsible for their persons and crimes, and liable to such fines as may be 
imposed on us. If thieves be traced into our villages or within our bound- 
aries, we will carry on the trace to another village and establish the tiieft 
on it ; otherwise we will produce the thieves and cause restitution of the 
property stolen to be made We wll neither associate with thieves nor our- 
selves commit theft. If any robbery or misdemeanour committed by any 
other village comes to our knowledge, we will immediately inform govern- 
ment of the same, or on failure of doing so, answer for the omission and be 
subjected to a fine If perchance any one belonging to our villages proceed 
(with the intention to commit theft or any other enme) to any village belong- 
ing to government, to any talookdar, or zemindar, we will answer for the 
same; and should he he caught In the act and happen to be slain, we 
renounce the claim called Runwuttcea (blood-money) on that village, and will 
neither ourselves make it nor permit any one to do so. 

Article 7. 

Should the Geeras, Rumvutteea, Wuchao, or Posita rights of any 
Geerasia, who may be now residing or may hereafter come to reside In our 
villages be interfered with, or prohibited by any one, we will represent his 
case to the government, and prevent his making any direct disturbance on 
the subject. If we fail to do so and any injury ensues, we hold ourselves 
responsible for the same, or to deliver up the Geerasia offending into the 
hands of government. We will also make such arrangements with all 
Rajpoots and Koolees who are now or may hereafter bem our employ as 
will prevent them making any disturbance in any place, under pretence of 
any^ claims they may have on us, so long as they may continue in and after 
their discharge from our service, otherwise we will be responsible for the 
consequences. 

Articlb 8. 

Should we have appropriated any of our hereditary lands, or property, 
or coparcener’s share, Geeras, Waanta, or Posita rights, either in liquidation 
of debts in Runwuttcea or by free gift, we promise not to resume such 
(assigned) without previously coming to a fmr settlement of that debt, or 
making a fair exchange We bind ourselves not to interfere nith or trench 
upon such Geeras of Aujda (provision or assignment), lands, etc , which may, 
in conformity to ancient custom, belong to our brethren or other persons. In 
this respect we will make no change, but should any dispute arise in either of 
the above cases, we will represent the same to the Agent and will conform to 
and abide by any orders we may recrive on the subject consonant with justice. 
We wall not, moreover, injure or oppress unjustly any respectable bankers. 
Brahmins, or poor persons who reside in out villages. 

Article 9. 

We will not in any way molest merchants or travellers frequenUng 
the country, but wiU efhciently preserve and keep the peace of the Hghwaj^ 
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Stould any injury be sustained (by tbem) nithin our bmits, we mil produce 
tbe jierson or persons who occasrontd \t or be responsible tor the same We 
promise not to le\) more Guddhaee, or other dues, from merchants than 
those which are sanctioned bj long and anaent usage On tins point ne 
will not «iter into anj lurther discussion hereafter 

Article io 

We wiU afford proVettion lt> any pwsea dependant on or m the sctMce 
of government or to anv detachments of government troops (Sennjam) nho 
may h^t within our Lmits and will famish guides to escort them in safetj 
beyond our boundaries In tins matter we waU not fail to act m conformitj 
with the custom of the country (Moolk Sinshta) 

Article ii 

We will discharge any Sebundy, whether of horse or foot, Sandians, 
Arabs, Mnkranees, or Purdesees who may at present be m our employ, and 
will not hereafter entertain m our service Miy such descxipuons of foreign 
mercenaries either of horse or foot, nor will we permit any one to do «o- 
If from this time it is proved that we act contrary to this stipulation, wehold 
ourselres responsible for doing so and liable to be fined, or to undergo any 
other punishment the Government may lofiict 

Article 12 

In conformity with the wishes of the govemment of the Honourable 
Company, we vnli not permit tbe open or concealed import or export of opium 
unaccompanied by a pvmit or seal (Chip) On this point we will adopt 
efficient arrangements w-ithm our limits, and should we discover any illicit 
opium, v?e will seire it and report tbe orounstances to the gov^emmenL We 
vTiU, moreover, act up to any arrangements adopted m future by government 
for regulating the trade m opium 

Articlb 13 

We vnll conduct ourselves in conformity to any orders we may receive 
from tbe goveroment independent of the above Articles , and should govern- 
ment require tbe presence of any one for the purpose of giving evidence in 
any mailer or transaction ■under investigation, we promise to produce the 
person so required 

Articlb 14 

Should a Mehta and Peon be stationed in our village on the part of 
govemment for the purpose of observing and reporting the due observance 
of the present agreement, we proousc to make them acipamted with every 
occsincncc, and to funusb them scdi accounts faithfully as it may be usual 
for govemment to demand 


AR-nCLB 15 

This engagement is binding 00 as and on our descendants from gener- 
ation to generation m perpetuity, wherefore, on our decease, should a son 
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survive us, we stipulate that he succeed to the management of our estate with 
the knowledge and sanction of government. In case of our having no son 
and heir, and we wish to provide ourselves with one by adoption, we promise 
to represent our wishes to government and abide by its orders on the subject. 

In this tcianner we have entered Into these fifteen Articles of Agree- 
ment, and mil conduct ourseh es in conformi^’ to the same peaceably for ever 
and ever, or submit to any punishment government may award for any infrac- 
tion thereof We pledge our Wuttun lands, Geeras, and other property as 
security for their due observance. We al^ furnish as perpetud secunties 
for our good behaviour, personal appearance, and that we will act in strict 
conformity to what is written above, the Baroots Humeer Sing Davee Sing, 
and Mehtab Sing Kaleedas, inhabitants of the village of Kunjeree, of the 
Hallole pergutinah, and as our perpetual counter-secunties, Puggee Jeet Sing 
Puttoobnye (proprietor) of the village of Sume], of the Wangdra pergunnah, 
Puggee Narrainbhye Udeh Sing (proprietor) of the village of Bakrolle, of 
the same pergunnah, and Baria Uwul Sing (proprietor) of the village of 
Sakurda, of the Baroda pergunnah; they will observe their part of this con- 
tract and oblige us to ao so for ever and ever in perpetuity, for which their 
property is held responsible.

Substance of a Draft of an Agreement proposed to the 
Peishwa’s Government by M«. ElphiNSTONe on the /5th 
March 1815 

It was formerly customary for the tribute of Kattywar and Mahee 
Kanta to bo collected by the Peishwa and the GmUwar by sending forces 
into the province Tnis method was found inconvenient, because the 
expense of the armament was a deduction from the tribute, and also 
because the Kattees, being kept m a state of constant hostdi^ by this 
sj-steoi, continually retaliated by incursions info the parts of Guzerat 
belonging to the Mahratta State To remove these evils, the Guikwar 
(being at that time Sirsoobehdar of Ahmedabad) resolved, on his own 
part and that of the Peishwa, to effect a permanent settlement by which 
the presence of troops should be no longer necessary The British Govern- 
meat also resolved to concur m effecting this settlement, as well with a view 
to support Its allies, the Peishwa and the Guikwar, as to secure its own 
dominions m Guzerat from the irregularities produced by the former state of 
Ihines in Kattywar Accordingly, In the >car 1B07, Sumviut 1863, a force 
of the Honourable Company’s, with a body of horse of the Gmkwar'e, was 
Sent into Kattywar, and engagements were concluded with the Chiefs of 
that country by the Guikwar s romisters, under the guarantee of the Honour 
able Company, the good effects of which hare ever since been felt. Similar 
arrangements were afterwards made on the same pnnopjes m Mhhee 
Kanta His Highness the Peishwa having since resumed the farm of 
Ahmedabad from tbe Guikwar, it becomes necessary to draw up a memo- 
randum of the course to be hereafter pursued 

Articls 1 

The Honourable East India Company, having taken secunty for the pay- 
ment of the tribute during the first ten jears, engages, m case of failure by 
Chiefs, to procure the payment of the tribute to His Highness Uie 
Peishwa from their secunfres until the end of the ten >ears, the Peishwa 
engaging to abstain from all interference with the Chiefs, and promising 
^pulously to respect the engagements guaranteed by the Honourable 
Company 

Articlb 2 

The piefs shall send their vakeels to Ahmedabad to pay the Peishwa’s 
share of the tnbule, but no other cisim of any description shall be advanced 
by the birsoobchdar, nor any aulhonty exercised by him over the Chiefs or 
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Abticlb 3 

If it shall appear that there are any posts or forts belonging to His 
Highness the Peishwain the Kattywar and \Iahee Kanta, those shall be made 
over to His Highness, but His Highness shall maintain no garrisons in them 
which are not absolutely necessary for their ordinary defence, and shall not 
permit the gamsons to interfere with the people of the surrounding country 

' AitnCLB 4. 

The Peishwa’s tnbute shall be paid at Abmedabad, agreeably to the ten 
years’ settlement, and if the payment is interrupted, the British Government 
will procore its completion, and His Highness shall not, within the said ten 
years, interfere in the smallest particular with the Chiefs If, after the ex- 
piration of that period, any Chief withhold his tribute, the Bntish Govern 
ment is no longer to be considered answerable for it, but it will concur with 
the Pcishwa and the Guikwar in endeavouring to procure security for the 
tribute as before, $0 that it may be collected without expense In the eient 
ol failure fin ptocunng security), the Guikwar and the Peisbwa shall act >n 
concert for the recovery of their tnbute and shall share the ei^nse incurred 
m that op^ation, but as the Bnlssb Goi^nment and the Guikuar would 
suffer from any disorders in Kattinar no less than thePeisbiia, Hts Highness 
IS to levy the tnbute as at present fixed, and to make no additional demand , 
be IS to send no troops into tbe country as long as that tnbute is faithfully

distress to the Boomecas, and that they were therefore ready to enter into 
engagements for the regular payment of their annual tribute during ten 
■years, after the expiration ofwhich period another settlement should be made, 
without their facing exposed to the distresses of a militarj’ incursion. On 
this representation the Sircar’s Officer in charge of Ahmedabad and the 
GuvWwar considered that the collection of the tribute from Kattywar and 
Mahee Kanta requited an annual movement of the troops of both, whereby 
an expense, was incurred for the pay of troops; and, moreover, that the 
countries of both in the province of Cuzerat suffered from the depredations 
of the Boomecas, by which the cultivation of the country was obstructed, 
and they considered that, by entering into agreements with the Boonseeas, 
the tribute would be paid without the employraept of troops, and the 
Boomecas would be prevented disturbing the territories of the Sircar and the 
Gulhwar, and the lands assigned to the pay of the Honourable Company's 
battalions. In consideration of these drcunvstances, they granted written 
> terms bo the Boomceas for^ten years (taking the security of the Honourable 
English Company for the payment of the revenue during that periodj, and 
accepted of written engagements on the part of the Boomecas. 

At the expiration o? the last Arabic year 1 21 4, seven years of the period 
engaged for had expired, and during those seven years the tribute w as regularly 
paid, according to the agreement, to the Soobchdar of Ahmedabad and the 
Guikwar, through the British Government, without the necessity of sending 
troops. In the present year the Sircar has removed Ehugwunt Rao Guikwar 
from the Soobeh of Ahmedabad, and has appointed Trimbuckjee Dainglia 
to the office; but as three years of the period fixed by the engagements 
contracted by the Sircar’s Officer and the Guikwar arc stdJ unespired, and as 
Mr. Elphitisionc, the British Resident, represents that the engagements 
ought to be fulfilled by the Sircar, the follow ing memorandum has been 
drawn up for the settlement of (he remaining three years of the period to 
which the engagements extend. 

ARTICLE I. 

Bhugwunt Rao Guikwar, the late farmer of the talooka of Ahmedabad 
is to deliver to the Goieoiment the original papers containing the engage-’ 
ments of the Booineeas, which he received through the British when he 
granted written terms to the Boomeeas, and he is to account for any money 
which he may have collected as Untust (secret bribes), Durbar Kherch 
(avowed gratifications), and the like, over and above the sums fixed by the 
engagements ; the Boomeea ieniindarq.are to come to Ahmedadad, and to 
_ remain m adherence (Roodyooa) to the officer of the Sircar, and during the 
three years that the en^gements are to remain in force, they are to pay 

under the secunty of the Englisfa, the money agreed for in the engagements 
entered into vnth the zetnmdaisj and, moreover, they ate to pay, under the 
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security of the English the Untust and Durbar Khcrch (bribes and gratifica* 
tions) which they may have been »n the habit of pajing o>cr and abo\c 
the moue) fixed by tne engagements 

AltTlCtB 3 

Agents on the part of (he Boomecas are to be permanently stationed 
with the Sircar s otBccr at Ahmcdabad and to pay the money engaged for, 
together with the Lntust and Durbar Khcrch etc annually into the trea- 
sury at Ahmcdabad and to take receipts for the amount Beyond that they 
are not to be molested They are to conform to the pleasure of tbGStrc2! 

Article 3 

Whatever fort* the Sircar may possess in Kattywar and Mahce Kanta 
are to be giien up to (t with their stores, and gamsorts are to remain to them 
on the Swear's (or their defence but the garnsons arc not to oppress the 
ryots aad thcBoomeeas are not to conduct themselves improperly towards 
theKiUehdar ' 

ARTICLB 4 

It has been requested that the anaeot practice of the Boonieeas as 
stated in the separate engagements may be adhered to accordingly the 
ancient practice shall be enquired into, and after that 1$ ascertained, orders 
wiU be given accordingly 

Article 5 

Whenever disputes occur among the Boomeca zemindars of Kattywar and 
Mahec Kanta in consideration of the sccunty entered into by the British 
Government for the payment of the tribute the British Resident at Baroda 
shall carry the Boomeeasto the Swear's OfScer at Ahmedadad and represent 
their diSerences and shall act in such manner as may appear to them both 
most for the advantage of the Sircar 

Article 6 

The Guikwar claims money from the Sircar's districts on account of hay 
and com (ghasdana) , that money shall not be given to the Guikwar The 
Boomeeas shall pay that money for hay and com to the Sircar over and 
above their regular tribute 

Article 7 

After the expiration of the decennial arrangement no less tribute shall 
be taken than that fixed by the present engagements but as much more as 
shall appear on enquiry to be obtainable
